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POLITICAL TROUBLES 
CONTINUE IN GREECE 


Chamber Suspended and Univer- 
sity May Be Seized. 


Queen Accused of Securing Translation 
ef Bible in Order to Lessen Author- 
ity for Ancient Gospel.

LONDON. Nov. 25.—Telegraphing from 
Vienna, the correspondent of The Times 
quotes the Neue Freie Press in explana- 
tion of the remarkable troubles now agi- 
tating the Greek Government. 

The Greeks, it is explained, think that 
they possess a sacred privilege, and that 
the ancient Greek Bible texts served to 
keep alive Hellenic traditions. The uni- 
versity students represent a large party, 
who do not want the original text trans- 
lated into modern Greek, believing tgat 
they would thus be surrendering an ex- 
clusive privilege of the Greeks. 

But there are some men occupying ex- 
alted positions in the kingdom who are 
fin favor of the translation of the Bible 
into modern Greek, and in this they are 
supported by the Queen. These people 
have long been making efforts to secure 
such a translation. 

Moreover, the “ Young Greek” Party 
favors modern Greek, and has long been 
striving to emancipate the Greek mind 
from the fetters of ancient Hellenism. 

The students are decidedly hostile to 
the movement. In this they are support- 
ed by the Parliamentary Opposition. 

The Athens correspondent of The 
Times telegraphs that a translation of 
the Gospels into modern Greek was pub- 
lished last year under the direction of 
the Queen. This was intended only for 
family use, but now a political purpose 
is imputed to the Queen, who is accused 
of acting in behalf of panslavism, in or- 
der to lessen the traditional authority 
of the Greek Gospel, by putting it on the 
level of Slavonic translations. 

The whole movement, which has caused 
the disturbances at Athens, is therefore 
described as having an anti-Slavonic 
character.

REFORM IN MOROCCO. 


Sultan Forbids Subjects Paying Tribute 
to Corrupt Officials, but Will Tax 
Everybody Himself.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Marakesh telegraphs 
that the Sultan has announced to Gov- 
ernors and Deputy Governors that he 


fntends, in spite of all opposition, to | 


carry out reforms in taxation. 

The Sultan furthermore forbids sub- 
jects to any longer allow themselves to 
be ruthlessly squeezed. Officials who 
have been detected bribing Viziers are to 
be severely punished. 

This announcement of the Sultan has 
caused consternation among the Gov- 
ernors, who have waxed wealthy by ex- 
tortions. The proposed new system in- 
cludes a land tax. 

Both subjects and Europeans resident 
in Morocco. are expected to pay these 


taxes.

A pastoral letter of the Catholic Bish- 
ops recently in conference condemns the 
Protestant proselyte movement on both 
religious and patriotic grounds, imply- 
ing that it is treasonable.

FRANCE IN CHINA. 


Futile Attempt in Chamber of Deputies 
to Create Scandal Over Conduct 
of Missionaries.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times telegraphs that 
the whole of this afternoon’s sitting of 
the Chamber was taken up with a dis- 
cussion of the Loan bill, a strong effort 
being made to create a diversion with 
the intention of causing a national scan- 
dal. 

The Government was invited to make 
public the report of Gen. Voyrons which 
is alleged to charge missionaries in 
China with barbarities. The Premier, 
however, refused to comply with this 
request. 

The Radicals hoped to obtain a vote 
depriving some religious orders in China 
of indemnities proposed to be awarded 
to them,

PARIS, Nov. 25.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day by a vote of 205 to 249 adopted 
the sum of 265,000,000f. for the Chinese in- 
demnity loan, rejecting the smaller sums 
proposed by the anti-Clericals, 

The Premier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, dur- 
ing the course of the discussion, declared 
that the Government would make no dis- 
tinction between those who were entitled 
to indemnities, but would pursue in the Far 
East France's traditional policy and fulfill 
all the duties of her protectorate, just as 
she claimed all its rights. 

The Matin and other morning papers will 
publish alleged extracts from the confi- 
dential report of Gen. Voyron which the 
Government refused to communicate to the 
Chamber of Deputies. According to these. 
French missionaries looted the palace of 
Prince Li, securing an important sum in 
silver bars. ‘They appear to have been as- 
sisted by French soidiers and sailors, whom 
they rewarded with checks amounting to 
5,000f., which Gen. Frey subsequently 
- the men to return to the missiona- 
ries. 


FOOD AND WATER 
LACKING IN CHINA. 


Half Million People Facing Starvation 
in the Yang-tse Valley—Hongkong 
Fears a Serious Water Famine.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The Hongkong 
correspondent of The Times cables that 
there are prospects of a serious water 
famine in that city. 

Te rainfall of the year is thirty inches 
below the normal, and the projected ex- 
tensions of the local system of supply 
have been delayed. 

The supply of water to the people of 
Hongkong has now been reduced to only 


two hours daily, although the dry sea- 
son has just begun.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—John Goodnow, 
Consul General at Shanghai, reports to the 
State Department that there are over a 
half million of people in the Yang-tse Val- 
ley Who will starve this Winter unless they 
get help from the outside. 

A committee Gf foreigners and Chinese 
has been formed in Shanghai to relieve the 
conditions of these people. All foreigners 
in China are subscribing liberally. 

Contributions may be made through the 
British Consul General at Shanghai, Mr. 
P. I. Warren, who is Chairman of the 
Relief Committee. 


DEPRIVED OF COMMAND.

PITTSBURG SWITCHMEN 
DECIDE TO GO ON STRIKE. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 25.—Theswitch- 
men -.on seven railroads of Pittsburg have 
decided to strike at 6 o'clock to-morrow 
morning. At a meeting of the Brotherhood 
of Switchmen to-night, which was attended 
by about 600 members, this action was de- 


cided upon. \ 

In anticipation of possible trouble, it \is 
learned that the Pennsylvania Railroad has 
made application to the city Police Depart- 
ment for sixty officers to be on hand in the 
Union Station yards at 7 o'clock to-morrow 
morning, and in the Baltimore and Ohio 
yards fully 100 Pinkertons are on duty to- 
night. 

he claim made at the _ switchmen's 
meeting to-night was that 700 to 1,000 men 
would obey the strike crder in the morning. 
The demand of the men is that the Chicago 
vote of 27 to 29 cents’an hour for conduct- 
ors and 25 to 27 cents an hour for helpers 
be naid here. 

The Pittsburg rate at present is 25 cents 
for day and 26 cents for night conductors; 
19 cents for day and 20 cents for night help- 
ers. 

Grand Master Frank T. Hawley of the 
Switchmen's Union is expected here to- 
morrow to conduct the strike. 

In the present congested condition of the 
railroads, the strike, if it is carried out, 
will be disastrous in the extreme to the 
companies involved. 


BALTIMORE’S NEW DRY DOCK.

BALTIMORE, Nov. The new 600- 
foot dry dock of the William Skinner Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company, the sec- 
ond largest dry dock in this country, was 
formally opened to-day in the presence of 


a party of Washington officials and 500 
of the representative citizens and business 
men of Baltimore. The Government offi- 
eials came over from Washington in a 
special car, and included Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy F. W. Hackett, Admiral 
M. T. Endicott. Admiral .F. Bowles, 
Gen. James A. Dumont, and E. T. Cham- 
berlain, Commissioner of Navigation. 

The G@ock is capable of docking any ves- 
sel 600 feet in length and 70 feet beam, with 
a draught of 22% feet. The .basin of the 
dock is constructed of timber supported 
on pilings, and the entrance is of granite 
masonry backed with cement concrete. The 
gate is a steel caisson, giving an opening 
of 75 feet 8 inches at the low water line 
with a depth of water on the sill of 22%

feet. 

Six 36-inch valves in the caisson will let 
the water flow into the dock, and it is 
emptied by three 36-inch centrifugal pumps 
with a capacity of 105,000 gallons of water 
a minute. <A luncheon followed the in- 
spection.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Devery Announces the Transfer of 
Eleven Captains. 


Gannon Sent to Mulberry Street, Chap- 
man Back in Mercer Street—Com- 
missioner Murphy’s Comments. 


Deputy Commissioner Devery announced 
the transfer of eleven Police Captains late 
yesterday afternoon, but he refused to as- 
sign any reason for the changes except the 
stereotyped one, *‘ for the good of the serv- 
ice.”’ 

The transfers were announced after Com- 
missioner Murphy had left Police Head- 
querters for the day and were entirely un- 
expected, 

In every instance men who have achieved 
a reputation for their ability in wielding 
the axe were brought to the down-town dis- 
tricts, toward which public attention is at 
present directed, and those who have been 
in command of the sections complained of 
have been sent to the outlying districts. 

Capt. James Gannon, who is now under 
indictment charged with neglect of duty in 
failing to suppress an alleged disorderly 
house at 140 East Fifteenth Street, known 
as the Webster Hotel, while he was in 
command of the East Twenty-second Street 
Station, was placed in command of the 
Mulberry Street Station. He was removed 
from the East Twenty-second Street Sta- 
tion about six weeks ago and stationed at 
Central Park, it was said, as a punishment 
for getting into trouble. The precinct to 
which he has now been transferred takes 
in the west side of the Bowery and ad- 
joins the Fifteenth Precinct, over which 
Acting Capt. Churchill presides at present. 

Capt. Chapman, who wielded the axe so 
strenuously in the ‘‘ Tenderloin”’ in other 
days, was brought from High Bridge Sta- 
tion, to which he was exiled several months 


ago, and placed in command of the Mercer 
Street Station. He has been transferred 
to this precinct several times before, and 
always for the purpose of ‘‘ cleaning it up.” 

Capt. Thomas, who was in command of 
the Tenderloin last year, has been sent 
from Mercer Street to West One Hundred 
and Fifty-second Street. 

Capt. England goes from West_One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-second Street to High 
Bridge. 

Capt. Thompson leaves Mulberry Street 
to assume command at Madison Street. 

Capt. Fitzpatrick goes from Madison 
Street to Central Park. 

Capt. Walsh, who was banished to Cler- 
mont Avenue, Brooklyn. takes command at 
the City Hall, Sergt. Hammond, who has 
been Acung Captain inere, having been re- 
manded to desk work. 

Capt. Hardy of Atlantic Avenue Station, 
Brooklyn, and Capt. White of Newtown ex- 
change places. 

Capt. Baldwin of the Eastern Parkway 
Station assumes command at Classon Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, and Sergt. William H. Ear- 
ly is placed in charge of the former sta- 
tion. 

Capt. Bason/from Classon Avenue goes to 
Clermont Avenue, Brooklyn. 

All the transfers go into effect at 6 
o'clock this morning. 

Commissioner Murphy declared last night 
that none of the transfers had any special 
significance. With regard to the transfer of 
Capt. Gannon, Col. wer eay. was asked 
whether it was done to give the Captain an 
opportunity of rehabilitating himself in the 
Copertaent as well as in e eyes of the 
public. The Commissioner merely replied: 

‘Well, he has been sent there and it re- 
mains to be seen what he will do. If he 
does efficient work he will be allowed to 
remain there, and if he does not he will 
be transferred again. 

“Capt. Chapman seems to have gotten 
into your good graces again,’’ was sug- 
gested. 

“He has never been anything else,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘He has been neglected too 
long now. He is a good officer and will do 
good work in his new precinct, as he had 
done before.”’ 

‘“* How about Walsh?” 

“T merely thought he had been there 
long enough and I hrought him back to 
Manhattan.” “ 

Col. Murphy denied most emphatically 
that he had any intention of running for 
Congress in the Seventh Congressional Dis- 
trict, to succeed Nicholas Muller, who re- 
signed a few days since. 

He also denied with equal emphasis the 
story to the effect that Senators T. D. Sul- 
livan, Ahearn, and Barney Mortin called 
on him for the purpose of asking that Act- 
ing Captain ¢hurchill be made to show less 
zeal in clea ng his precinct. ‘‘ The matter 
was not broached at all,’”’ he said. ‘* They 
were in the neighborhood and merely 
dropped in for a moment, as they have done 
frequently.” 

Acting Captain Churchill was at Head- 
quarters yesterday, but when he emerged 
from the Commissioner’s room he refused 
to say what had transpired during the. in- 
terview. Commissioner Murphy was a lit- 
tle more communicative, however, and said: 

‘“‘T had Churchill before me for the pur- 
pose of ashing him about the alleged in- 
terview in which he was quoted as having 
defied Mr. Devery and myself. He de- 
nied having made any such statements, 
and, so far as I am concerned, the incident 
is closed. 

‘No, I cannot say whether his remarks, 
if he made them, amounted to insubordina- 
tion, and [ do not know whether any such 
charges will be brought against him. None 
has been brought as yet. Churchill is 
young and enthusiastic, but he will cool 
down. 

‘* He seems to be doing his duty, for which 
I am very glad; but I think really he is not 
doing more than very many other Captains 
whose acts are not reported at all. e has 
but recently come into the public eye, and 
his acts at present attract attention.” 

An effort was made last night to see the 
various Captains who had been transferred, 
but they were .busily engaged in moving, 
and, with the exception of Capt. Fitzpat- 
rick, none of them could be found. He 
did not seem to be perturbed in the least 
on account of his transfer. 

“The Central Park Station,” he said, 
“will not be anything new to me, for I 
served in that precinct as a patrolman, 
roundsman, Sergeant, and Captain. I 
shall regret leaving the Madison Street Sta- 
tion, but I am glad that I am going to one 
where I have already served twenty years.”’ 


BOSTON AND MONTANA 
WILL PAY DIVIDENDS. 


Injunction Restraining Copper Com- 


pany Partially Dissolved.

HELENA, Mont., Nov. 25.—Judge Henry 
Knowles of the United States court to-day 
partially dissolved the injunction secured 
by John MacGinnis, an employe of F. Au- 
gustus Heinze, to restrain the Boston and 
Montana Company from selling out to the 
Amalgamated Copper Company and from 
the payment of dividends due. Judge 
Knowles dissolved the restraining order so 
far as it prevented the payment of divie- 


dends. The amount of dividends to be paid 
is about $1,500,000, 

Judge Knowles in dissolving the injunc- 
tion and requiring a bond of the Boston 
and Montana Company, as peared for in 
the motion, stated that he believed it prop- 
er to fix the bond of the company at an 
amount ual to the amount of dividends 
to be paid. He believed the stockholders 
were entitled to that protection. The Bos- 
ton ana Montana Company will be given 
ten days in which to furnish the bond. 

In response to an inquiry from Shores, 
representing the defendant company, Judge 
Knowles stated that it was customary in 
furnishing bonds of this character for the 
company to quelty in double the amount of 
the bond. he Boston and Montana will 
therefore qualify in the sum of $3,000,000.

SIR THOMAS LIPTON MAY 
CHALLENGE AGAIN. 


Cannot Give Up When Defeated for the 
America’s Cup by a “ Pulse 
Beat,” He Says. 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—‘‘ Should no one else 
chalienge, I am willing seriously to con- 
sider making another attempt to lift the 
cup.” 

This announcement was made by Sir 
Thomas Lipton at the banquet given at 
the Hote! Cecil in his honor to-night, and 
which was attended by more than 400 
guests. 

“It would never do,’”’ added Sir Thomas, 
“to give up when only a pulse beat came 
between us and victory.” 

The ovation to the challenger for the 
America’s Cup was marked with the great- 
est enthusiasm, and all classes were repre- 
sented at the banquet this evening. Lord 
Tweedrouth acted as Chairman. 

Proposing the health of President Roose- 
velt, Lord Tweedmonth referred to his ver- 
satility as a tee statesman, sports- 
man, and writer. resident Roosevelt's 
name was greeted with tremendous ap- 
plause, although only a few Americans were 
present. These included Gen. G. B. Will- 
iams of Washington, Reginald Ward of 
New York, who has lived in London of re- 
cent years, and Eugene Zimmerman, father 
of the Duchess of Manchester. 

Sir Thomas's speech was the feature of 
the evening. He spoke of the excellence of 
Shamrock [I., and said that ‘‘a wee bit of 
luck ’’ would have turned the tables. 

‘“‘It was only a matter of a toss of the 
coin,’’ said Sir Thomas. ‘* We raced over 
a hundred miles, and the decision was only 
a matter of seconds, which goes to show 
that we are justified in believing we can 
build boats to bring back the cup.” 
Sir Thomas paid warm tributes to W. G. 
Jameson, the yachtsman; to Designer Wat- 
son, and to Capt. Sycamore of Shamrock 
II., as well as to the challenger’s crew. 
He declared that nothing could have ex- 
ceeded«the fairness of the Americans, 
“They made everything easy,’ said Sir 
Thomas, ‘‘except the trifling matter of 
lifting the cup. (Laughter. } And the 
perfect manner in which the course was 
kept clear was little short of marvellous.” 

Vhile Sir Thomas paid pews compli- 
ments to the United States he confessed his 
chagrin at being unable ‘‘to put on that 
table the famous old mug.” 

He offered both the Shamrocks as trial 
boats to any Britisher anxious to chal- 
lenge, and closed \his remarks with the 
declaration that he would be willing to 
make another attempt for the cup should 
no one else do so, and expressing his con- 
fidence that his third boat ‘‘ would have 
the luck of the three-leafed Shamrock.” 
Lord Tweedmouth, proposing Sir Thamas’s 
health, said the yachtsman’s influence and 
sportsmanlike conduct had done much to 
clear the mists of misunderstanding be- 
tween the two countries, and had paved the 
way to the Nicaragua Canal agreement. 

‘“*We-have shown the world,’’ said Lord 
Tweedmouth, “ that we can achieve the end 
desired, one side granting concessions with- 
out disgrace and the other side accepting 
those concessions without defiance." 
Among those present at the banquet were 
Denis J. Lawrence, M. P.; T. P. O'Connor, 
M. P.; Henry C. Richards, M. P.; Sir Fran- 
cis Jeune, Sir George Henry Lewis, the 
Hon, Charles Russell, Baron Stern, Col. 
Knollys, and Sir James Thompson. Miss 
Ella Russell sang during the evening. 


TWO WOMEN BURNED TO DEATH 


Lost Their Lives In a Two-Story Frame 
House Which Was Destroyed 
' in Brooklyn. — 


Two elderly women were burned to death 
early last evening in a fire which occurred 
in the two-story and basement frame house 
at 458 Seventeenth Street, Brooklyn. One 
of the women lost her life while trying to 
save some insurance papers, which ‘she 
went back to get after having fled from the 
building. The victims of the fire were 
Mrs. Jane Harticks, sixty-seven years old, 
and Mrs. Mary Tengeny, sixty-five years 
old. 

The dwelling was owned and occupied in 
part by F. W. Harticks, a son of one of 


the women. Mrs. Tengeny boarded with 
a Mrs. Meade, who occupied the second 
floor of the building. The fire started in 
the cellar of the building from some un- 
known cause, and spread rapidly through 
the house. All of the tenants succeeded in 
escaping to the street with the exception 
of Mrs. Tengeny, whose escape was cut off 
by flame and smoke, After the fire had 
been put out, her dead body, badly burned, 
was found in a xvoom on the second floor. 

When the first alarm was given Mrs. 
Harticks. who was on the first floor of the 
house, made her escape unhurt to the 
street. Some minutes after she had reached 
a place of safety the woman suddenly re- 
called that she had left behind in the build- 
ing seme fire insurance papers. Before she 
could be prevented Mrs. Harticks had 
rushed back into the building to secure the 
papers. The firemen, who had then ar- 
rived, made brave efforts to rescue the 
woman, but before any of them could 
reach her she had been burned to death. 

The bodies of the two women were taken 
to the Morgue and Coroner Burger in- 
formed of their death. The fire extended to 
a two-story frame house adjoining, occu- 
pied by William McCauley, and caused 
about $2,000 damage to the building and 
contents. Hartick's loss was also estimated 
at about $2,000. 


A. W. DENNETT BANKRUPT. 


Restaurant Man Fail« for $92,000 in 
San Francisco.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 25.—A. W. 
Dennett, the restaurant man, who once 
conducted a chain of seventeen restaurants 
across the continent from New York to San 
Frencisco, failed to-day for $92,000, with 
no available assets except a suit of clothes 


worth $20. He has nominal secured assets 
of $39,000, but most of the creditors are 
women and missionary societies. 

He had operated two restaurants here for 
years and always did a good business, de- 
spite public tendency to ridicule his Script- 
ure mottoes on the wall. He asserts tnat 
his failure is due to poor mining invest- 
ments. His largest creditor is Adah Lee, 
an East Indian missionary, to whom he 
awes $15,000. He was in his restaurant to- 


day. 
LIWERPOOL BANK ROBBERY. 


Dick Burge Arrested Yesterday and 
Much of the Money Recovered. 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—The pugilist Dick 


Burge was arrested in London this morning 
on a charge of complicity in the’ recent 
Bank of Liverpool frauds. It is said that 
the police have recovered a large amount 
of the missing money, which had been 
lodged in different banks of London and 
the provinces. 

The sums discovered aggregate £100,000. 


A number of other arrests are anticipated. 
An embargo has been placed on the bank- 
ing account of a well-known bookmaker.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—This has been 
a day of developments on the Isthmus of 
Panama. A battle was fought at Empire 
City and the Liberals were driven back. 


The fighting was later resumed, and is still | 


going on. American marines and blue- 
jackets are now being spread over the 
Isthmus at different points to protect the 
traffic. 

Capt. Thomas Perry of the Iowa has been 
placed in command of the four American 
vessels in those waters and authorized to 
“all upon the other ships for as many 
marines and sailors as he may need. He 
kas placed himself at the head of 150 men 


from his own ship and has made his way ; 


across the Isthmus. The marines from 
the Machias, at last advices, were half 
way across the Isthmus, having arrived at 
Matachin. 

Late advices, showing the situation to be 
still unsettled, contain the information that 
free transit by way of the railroad has been 
re-established. These advices came in a 
dispatch received by Secretary Long from 
Capt. Perry, who had arrived in Colon. 
Secretary Long issued the following state- 
ment to-night: 

‘Capt. Perry reports 
across the Isthmus is restored and that he 
returns to Panama this afternoon. The 
Captain will leave a guard on each pas- 
senger train for the present.”’ 

The bombardment of Colon has been pre- 
vented for the present by Commander Mc- 
Crea, who has commanded the Colombian 
gunboat Gen. Pinzon not to fire until the 
foreign residents have had ample time to 
get out of the town. 
that, it will be prevented altogether, 


that there is no interference with traffic, 
and it is hard to see how the town could 
be bombarded without at least stopping 
the trains. 


Capt. Perry and Commander McCrea have ! 
been instructed to prevent any obstruction ; 


to traffic, but to use their own judgment 
about the way to accomplish this end. 
McCrea ‘telegraphed for further 
tions to-day in view of the threatened 
bombardment, but was again told to use 
his discretion. The State Department, how- 
ever, takes the view that the bombard- 
ment would be an interference with traffic, 
and makes no secret of its expectation that 
Perry and McCrea will prevent it. 

Why definite orders to this effect have 
not been communicated is a question which 
is puzzling a great many people. Last 
year Consul General Gudger was _ ordered 
to prevent the bombardment of Panama, 
which he did. The State Department is as 
desirous now that Colon should not be 
bombarded as it was last year that Panama 
should not be; yet the Navy Department 
has not sent any such orders to its offi- 
cers. It is said, however, that the grant- 
ing of discretion to Perry and McCrea is 
sure to reach the same end. The ay 
tion is made that this Government does 
not desire to take sides against the Liber- 
als, if it can be avoided, and that it may 
be that/the Liberais will give up their 
proposed bombardment of its own ac- 
cord, and that for this reason it is thought 
advisable not to issue orders unless it be- 
comés necessary. 

It is argued that no military end can be 
gained by the bombardment. The insistence 
of Commander McCrea will give everybody 
in the town time to escape. 
into the woods, and the bombardment will 
accomplish no results except to destroy the 
quarters of the Liberal forces. Colon is 
not a fortified town, and there are prob- 
ably not even any intrenchments. This is 
advanced as another reason why the bom- 
bardment should be prevented. 

TWO ENGAGEMENTS REPORTED. 

Mr. Herran, Chargé d’Affaires of the Co- 
lombian Legation, to-day received the fol- 
lowing cablegram: 

PANAMA, Nov. 25.—Rebel army completely 
defeated at Culebra and Emperador. Governor 
marched last night upon Colon. Traffic inter- 
rupted yesterday, but will be re-established to- 
day. ARJONA, Acting Governor. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Herran received a 
dispatch from the Acting Governor of 
Panama stating that the Governor, Gen. 
Alban, had started with a force to operate 
against Colon and Linea. It is the ex- 
pectation of the Colombian authorities to 
combine this land ovement with that of 
the force on board the gunboat Gen. Pinzon 
and thus to recapture the town. 

Mr. Herran is very well satisfied with the 
tenor of the advices. His theory is that 
Gen. Alban completely dislodged the rebel 
force which had rendezvoused at Chorrera, 
from which place Mr. Herran believes they 
retreated to Culebra and Emperador, where 
they again took a stand. Their defeat at 
these places, he says, leaves Alban free to 
march to Colon. Mr. Herran thinks that 
Gen. Alban now has at least 1,000 well- 
equipped and thoroughly armed men, be- 
sides which 600 men are on board the Gen- 
eral Pinzon. The rebels are supposed to 
have not more than 500 men. 

The action taken by the United States in 
landing marines and protecting the line 
across the Isthmus is in conformity with 
the wishes of the Colombian Government, 
as made plain through a request from Mr. 
Herran. 


COLON, Nov. 25.—An armed guard ‘of 
marines from the United States battleship 
Iowa has re-established transit across the 
Isthmus, and details from the marines are 
now protecting each passenger train. 

There has been fierce fighting at Empire 
Station, on the railroad. line between 
Panama and Colon, between the insurgents 
and the troops of the Colombian Govern- 
ment with very heavy losses on both sides. 

At a conference held at 1 o'clock this 
morning on board the British cruiser Tri- 
bune, at which Gen. Ignacio Foliaco, Senor 
de la Rosa, Secretary of Gen. Diaz, and 
the commanders of the foreign warships 
were present, the General agreed, at the 
request of the naval commanders and on the 
ground of humanity, not to land troops 
here or open fire on the town before 6 
o'clock Friday evening. 

Yesterday morning the schooner Clapet 
and a railroad barge returned to Panama, 
bringing from Chorrera 350 men, the re- 
mainder of Gen. Alban’s expedition. Great 
crowds 
the lan | of the soldiers. They were 
received with bands of music, but the mu- 
sic sounded mournful. 

At 3:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, at the 
head of 700 men, Gen. Alban left Panama 
by train for Empire Station, where the 
Liberals were reported to be in fairly 
strong numbers. is purpose was to sur- 
prise and rout them. The train bearing 
these troops was held up just before it ar- 
rived at Culebra, owing to the Liberals 
opening fire on Alban’s advance guard. He 
disembarked his men from the train, which 
returned to Panama, 

The fighting at Culebra lasted from 4:40 
until 9 P. M. The Revs. Loveridge and Ja- 
cobs, Baptist and Wesleyan ministers, re- 
spectively, narrowly escaped being shot. 
Their house in Culebra was riddled with 
bullets. The Government troops continued 
to advance, and the fighting was stubborn 
all along the railroad line and continued 
until Empire Station, a mile and a half dis- 
tant. was reached. The Liberals slowly re- 
treated, Alban’s men following them until 
the latter eventually reached Matachin Sta- 
tion. 


ALBAN AND PERRY CONFER. 


Here the Government General met and 
conferred with Capt. Perry of the Iowa, 
who was returning from Colon on an arm- 
ored train. It is understood that Capt. 
Perry will not allow the‘ railroad/to trans- 
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port troops, consequently Gen. Alban and 
his men were forced to push ahead on foot. 
It is said here that they thus reached San 
Pablo, where the Liberals are in force, and 
that fighting is taking place there. The 
Liberals are under the command of Gen. 
Lugo. 

Between the stations of Culebra and Em- 
pire over 150 killed and wounded men could 
be seen along the track. The sight was 
gruesome. There is no La: arg Red Cross 
organization, and the wounded lack care. 

The Liberals at Colon declare the ma- 
jority of the men killed on the line to be 
Conservative troops, and that the rebels 
are still in force along the railroad. 

In Government circles in Panama there 
is still entire confidence in Gen. Alban, and 
it is believed there that he is able to cope 
with the present situation and successfully 
to overcome the grave difficulties before 
him. It is estimated the Conservative Gov- 
ernment has 400 men at Panama. The 
breastworks on the railroad bridge that 
leads into Panama, as well as those erected 
inside the city, have been demolished by 
the Government. .

He Attacks New City Hall Scheme and 


Urges Economy.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Nov. 25.—Mayor 
Mulvihill presided for the first time over 
the Board of Aldermen to-night and &Suc- 
ceeded in blocking the scheme to build 
'a@ new City Hall. There is a question, 
however, whether the action of the Alder- 
men will stand in law. 

The Mayor gave the City Hall matter a 
good- deal of attention in his message. tle 
said that the contracts to the new bduild- 
ing relate only to the plans and the shelv- 
ing for vaults. He says in the message: 

‘I am still of the opinion that the con- 
struction of the new City Hall is unwise 
and unnecessary. Our present building 
can be altered at a reasonable expense to 
answer all reasonable requirements for 
many years. ; 

“If you share with me this belief then 
we should have the courage of our convic- 
tions, take the bull by the horns, repeal the 
previous action of the Commen Council au- 
thorizing the application of the proceeds 
of bond sales to the construction of a new 
City Hall, taking care to respect obliga- 
tions already entered into, and take steps 
to procure plans for necessary alterations 
to the present building.” 

He also referred to the abolishment of all 
unnecessary offices and to guard in the 
future against the creation of offices not 
demanded by the public good. He made a 
reference to certain heads of department 
who at the last election compelled the em- 
ployes to vote contrary to their honest 
wishes, 

Accompanying his message was a lengthy 
resolution rescinding the issue and sale of 
bonds to the amount of $425,000, the pro- 
ceeds of which is to go toward the ex- 
penses of the proposed Cliv Hall.

‘CAPT. DUMOND'S TRIAL 
S HOW ON AT ALBANY 


Indicted Police Official Arraign- 
ed Before Judge Herrick. 


Lena Schmitt Tells of Her House at 
27 Stuyvesant Street—Defendant 


Makes Frequent Remarks and 
Suggestions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Nov. 25.—Thomas J. Diamond, 
the first Captain of the New York police to 
be brought to trial upon a criminal charge 
since the days of Lexow, faced to-day a 
jury of Albany County farmers and busi- 
ness men before Justice D. Cady Herrick, 
in the Supreme Court, to answer an accu- 
sation of wilful neglect of duty in failing 
to suppress Lena Schmitt's disorderly 
heuse at 27 Stuyvesant Street. George Bis- 
sert, Capt. Diamond's wardman, is now-in 
the Tombs under sentence of five years’ 
imprisonment and to pay a one-thousand- 
dollar fine for accepting a bribe of $550 
from the Sehmitt woman leave her 
place unmolested. 

Capt. Diamond's indictment resulted from 
his testimony in behalf of his subordinate. 
It was found on Aug. twelve days 
after Bissert was convicted. Bissert ig 
awaiting the action of the United States 
Supreme Court upon an appeal from Judge 
Lacombe’s refusal to grant a 
beas corpus. Bissert will 
Albany to-morrow the 
against his Captain. Upon 
District Attorney Philbin, Ji Herrick 
granted him a writ of corpus late 
in the afternoon directing Warden Hagan 
of the Tombs to produce the convicted po- 
liceman in court. 

District Attorney Philbin and Assistant

Capt. Diamond's Sergeant, Raphael Schu- 
lum, while on the stand late this afternoon, 
gave testimony decidedly unfavorable to 
the defendant, and Lena Schmidt, detalled 
on the stand conversations never before re- 
cited which she had had with Capt. Dia- 
mond about her house. 

With the testimony of Mrs. Nettie Drex- 
ler, the housekeeper of 27 Stuyvesant 
Street; Rosie Greenberg, and William Dela- 
mater, First Deputy Clerk of the Police De- 
partment, the State almost completed its 


case. Mr. Osborne expects to get all his 
evidence in by noon to-morrow. 


LARGE CROWD PRESENT. 

The courtroom was filled to the doors 
when Jusice Herrick ascended the bench 
at 10 o’clock. Even after all of the tales- 
men not drawn as jurors had left the court- 
room it remained well filled with attentive 


residents of Albany and of the adjoining 
counties. Ex-Judge J. Rider Cady, Gen. 
H. .C. Henderson, Frederick B. House, and 
Louis J. Vorhaus appeared for the accused 
Captain. District Attorney Philbin, As- 
sistant District Attorney Osborne, and 
Deputy Assistant District Attorney Garvan 
represented the people. District Attorney 
Zeb A. Dyer of Albany County sat with 
the prosecuting attorneys. 

The jury was secured in just one hour 
and fifteen minutes. <A special panel of 
sixty had been summoned, but it was neces- 
sary to draw only twenty names. Justice 
Herrick caused the jury box to be filled 
before he allowed either side to challenge 
the talesmen. The State and the defense 
used up only four challenges each. The 
jury chosen consists of nine farmers. one 
Cohoes furniture man, one florist, and a 
collector of internal revenue. The-latter is 
the only Albany man on the jury, the per- 
sonnel of which follows:

CAPT. DIAMOND FACES JURY 

After the opening address, which was a 
plain statement by Mr. Osborne of what 
William Delamater, 
who has charge of the police records, was 
called as the first witness. [Ile was first 
asked when Diamond was appointed to 
the force, and answered: 

**March 17, 1888."" 

“We admit that,” said Capt, Diamond. 
Mr. Delamater said Diamond was made a 
Sergeant May 5, 1807. and a Captain April 
15, 1898. He was first assigned to the 
Seventy-seventh Preciinct. “He was in 
that precinct how long?’ asked Mr. Os- 
borne. Mr.” Delamater didn't recall. 

“From April 15 to July 26," voluntered 
Capt. Diamond. 

Mr. Delamater was 
the boundaries of the Fifteenth Precinet 
in which 27 Stuyvesant Street is situated 
and which was commanded lastOciober by 
Capt. Diamend. Mr. Delamater couldn't 
tell this either, and Capt. Diamond was 
permitted to do so. 

He stood up to his full six feet and faced 
the jury. The latter observed him with 
interest and appeared to size him up from 
top to toe. He returned their looks with 
equal curiosity. He told in calm and de- 
liberate tones the boundaries of his pre- 
cince. 

Mr. Delamater was handed a book of the 
Police Department rules and asked if they 
were in force now. Immediately there was 
a fight begun by the defense on the ad- 
mission in evidence of the book. Capt. 
Diamond is charged with violating Rule 45. 

“You don’t dispute that these are the 
rules of the Police Department, do you?” 
asked Mr. Osborne of Mr. Cady. 

““We don’t know whether they 
rules or not from this witness's 
ment,”’ was the reply. 

“Have there been any amendments sent 
out to the denartment since these rules 
were adopted?’’ asked Mr. Osborne. 

‘“*Some,”’ replied Mr. Delamater. 
Diamond smiled broadly. 

“Since July 1, 1901f; have you sent out 
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‘*Delamater is wrong,” said Capt. Dia-, 
mond to his counsel. 

Adjournment was taken at this juncture 
until 2 o'clock. Before the jurors arose 
Justice Herrick said: 

‘““T feel it my duty to keep you gentlemen 
together during the trial of this case. [If 
you sire to go anywhere and transact 
any necessary business an officer will go 
with you.’* Then turning to the Sheriff, the 
Justice continued: 

“ Sheriff, I wish your officers to be with 
these jurors at all times. Allow no one 
to talk to them about this case. If any 
one attempts it arrest him and bring him 
into court.” 

Sergt. Raphael Schulum of the Fifteenth 
Precinct was the first witness examined at 
the afternoon session. He looked over some 
reports from the precinct to the Chief of 
Police and identified the signature to them 
as that of Capt. Diamond. Witness said 
that 45 B of the department rules, as con- 
tained in the book of rules which had been 
offered in evidence when Mr. Delamater 
was examined, was the rule in force in the 
precinct. It relates to the making of 
weekly reports. The body of the reports in 
the Fifteenth Precinct was made up by 
Officer Donnovan.. He was cross-examined 
by ex-Judge Cady, but added very little to 
his testimony.

ACTION IN THE BISSERT CASE. 


Brief Filed in Washington Attacking 
the Jury Law.

Court for the Southern District of New 
York in the habeas corpus case of George 
Bissert, the New York City patrolman 
under sentence for receiving bribes. 

A brief also was filed by Bissert’s coun- 
sel arguing the unconstitutionality of the 
jury law of New York under which Bis- 
sert was tried and convicted. The court 
is urged to dismiss the motion and grant 
the writ.

Capt. James Gannon, formerly of the

CITIZENS’ UNION 
DEVELOPMENT PLAN 


Committee Favors Assembly Dis- 
trict Organizations. 


Captains to be in Charge of Election 
District Bodies—Gift to R. 
Fulton Cutting. 


The report of the committee appointed to 
draw up a plan for developing the Citizens’ 
Union was presented last night at a meet- 
ing of the City Committee of that organiza- 
tion. It was announced to reporters that 
the character of the report would not be 
made public until it had been printed and 
revised. It is understood, however, that it 
provides for Assembly District organiza- 
tions with a separate organization in every 
election district, with a Captain in charge. 
Where there are not sufficient members of 
the union in a district to maintain a repre- 
sentative body in each election district a 
skeleton organization will be maintained. 
To stimulate the body and promote its 
growth a series of lectures in Assembly 
Districts and in the city at large will be 
given during the seasonable months of the 
year. 

A pleasant feature of the gathering last 
evening, the last of the committee of 1900-1, 
was the presentation of a handsome silver- 
mounted ivory gavel to President R. Ful- 
ton Cutting. This was inscribed: ‘ Pre- 
sented by the City Committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Union of the City of New York, 1901, 
to Robert Fulton Cutting, Chairman, in 
recognition of distinguished services.’’ On 


the shaft are the words: “ Ideality, loy- 
alty, and persistence.” 

In connection with the presentation, Dr. 
E. R. L. Gould, the Treasurer, offered pre- 
ambles and resolutions warmly commend- 
ing the efforts of Mr, Cutting, and closing 
as follows: 

Resolved, That in presenting to you this gavel, 
which we hope you may long. wield over the 
deliberations of the City Committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Union of the City ‘ef New York, we offer 
you our hearty thanks for the inspiring example 
of self-sacrificing citizenship which your con- 
duct furnishes; 

That we tender the most earnest assurances of 
our loyalty to you, as the embédiment of the 
high ideals for which the Citizens’ Union stands 
and will continue to stand in success or failure, 
and, 

That we regard this symbol of authority as 
tpyifying the stricter discipline within the or- 
ganization, which must result from having thrust 
upon us the responsibilities of administration, 
if we would perpetuate the principles which have 
been the watchwords of the Citizens’ Union 
movement, 

The resolutions were unanimously adopt- 
ed. Replying, Mr. Cutting said: 

“TI appreciage the kindness in which this 
token of your esteem is tendered. Let us 
all take hold of the work that lies before 
us. We must perpetuate the work of this 
organizaftfon. The Citizens’ Union must be 
strengthened, not in numbers, but rather in 
the calibre of the members who compose 
the body of its organization. We have 
learned many lessons from the recent cam- 
paign, and among the most valuable was 
the principle that it is sometimes better to 
give in to each other. We must not be too 
ideal, and then, again, we must not expect 
to have all our ideals realized at once. I 
look forward to the new City Committee 
according the incoming administration the 
same loyal support that you have accorded 
me in the past.”’ 

The Executive Committee will act this 
week on the report of the Committee on 
Plan and Scope. 

The new City Committee will meet next 
Monday for organization. 


MAYOR-ELECT LOW HAS A 
TALK WITH MR. RIVES. 


What Mr. Low Says About Mr. Platt’s 
Reported Opposition to Col. Par- 
tridge’s Appointment. 


Mayor-elect Seth Low was in conference 
at his home yesterday for several hours 
with George L. Rives, who will succeed 
John Whalen as Corporation Counsel. 

Mr. Low received many applications for 
appointments and some of these, which 
arrived late, will, it is said, not be consid- 
ered. While not admitted, it was not de- 
nied that the main question discussed by 
Messrs. Low and Rves related largely to 


the appointments which the former can 
legally fill as Mayor. 

One of the reporters suggested to Mr. 
Low that Senator Platt opposed the selec- 
tion of Col. John N. Partridge of Brooklyn 
as Police Commissioner for the reason that 
the State did not care to dispense with his 
services as Superintendent of Public Works. 

Mr. Low replied that if Senator Platt had 
any such objection he had not communi- 
cated it to him. 

Many citizens are urging upon Mr. Low 
the selection of ex-Alderman Homer Folks 
for Charities Commissioner, but there is 
said to be much opposition to him on the 
part of one of the strongest religious bodies 
in the city. 

There was any amount of talk about 
prospective appointments, but when ques- 
tioned concerning the rumors in circulation 
Mr. Low refused to discuss them. 

The Mayor-elect was in the same frame 
of mind when reporters called on him last 
evening, and laughingly sald: 

“T regret I have nothing to give you, and 
I am inclined to think you can make’/more 
news by remaining away.”’ 

Mr. Rives declined to say anything about 
prospective changes in the office of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, 


SPEAKER NIXON IN TOWN. 


Few Changes in Chairmanships of Leg- 
islative Committees Expected—The 
Speaker’s Views on Excise. 
Speaker S. Fred Nixon of the Assembly 
was in the city yesterday, and he was vis- 
ited by many of his colleagues who desire 
reasonably good places on the committees. 
‘Yhe trouble is there are not so many to 
distribute as last year because there are 
more Republican members and no more 

committees. 

Assemblyman J. K. Apgar of Westchester 
expressed the opinion that there would be 
very few changes in the Chairmanships. 

Much interest is manifested in the selec- 
tion of a successor to Assemblyman George 


T. Kelly of Albany as the Democratic 
member of the Committee on Rules. Mr.

Mollenhauer, son of the head of the Mollen- 
hauer Sugar Refining Company, against 
his wife, Julia Mollenhauer, has signed a 
report in favor of Mr. Mollenhauer, holding 
that he is entitled to a decree of divorce.

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DEVERY’S CASE ADJOURNED. | «HONEST GOVERNMENT 


He Appears Before Justice Holbrook— 
Col. Murphy and Justice Jerome 
in Court. ’ 


Deputy Police Commissioner William 8. 
Devery, with Commissioner Murphy and a 
number of detectives, appeared in the 
Court of Special Sessions yesterday after- 
noon before Justice Holbrook to answer 
to the charges of neglect. of duty and op- 
pression. After some argument between 
Abram I. Elkus, who appeared for Deputy 
Commissioner Devery, and. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gans, the hearing was again 
adjourned until next Monday afternoon. 

Commissioner Murphy was the first to 
arrive. He walked into the Judges’ cham- 
bers at 1:30 o'clock. A few minutes later 
Justice Jerome came in and took a seat. 
He was introduced to the Commissioner. 

The Deputy Commissioner also arrived 
some time before the case was called and 
opens the interval in striding up and down 
the hall in front of the courtroom. During 
the half hour of argument Commissioner 
eee and his first Deputy sat side by 
Side. 

Mr. Elkus contended that as”an appeal 
had been takén from Justice O’Gorman’'s 
order refusing to continue the writ of pro- 
hibition, he thought that the case should go 
over until an appeal had come up in the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court in 
December. Assistant District Attorney 
Gans held that as no certificate of reason- 
able doubt had been filed by the defend- 
ant’s attorney, and as the appeal was 
taken merely on Justice O’Gorman’s order, 
the hearing should go on at once. 

Justice Holbrook took the view that the 
adjournment was entirely discretionary 
with him, and as he wished to have an op- 

ortunity to become more familiar with the 
acts alleged in the papers he said he 
would adjourn it to Dec, 2. The Justice 
then requested counsel to cite authorities 
bearing on the case and submit them by to- 
morrow. 


A STREET RAILWAY’S FIGHT 
UNDER FRANCHISE TAX LAW. 


Many New Jersey Towns Interested in 
Newark’s Contest with the North 
Jersey Corporation. 
TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 25.—The Court of 
Errors and Appeals heard argument to-day 
on the appeal taken by the North Jersey 
Street Railway Company from the decision 
of the Supreme Court concerning the as- 
sessment made for taxes of 1900 against 
the company by the Tax Board of the City 
of Newark. The final decision will affect 
every town and city in the State where a 
corporation uses the streets or sidewalks. 
Newark assessed the corporation's prop- 
erty in that city at $3,100,000. The State 
Board of Taxation reduced this to $2,264,- 
000. The city appealed to the Supreme 
Court, and that body rendered judgment 
in favor of Newark, upholding that city’s 
contention that rights of way in public 
thoroughfares were easements, and as such 


constituted real property and were taxable 
as such. 

Attorney General Grey was called into the 
case by Gov. Voorhees calling his attention 
to the fact that two or three municipal 
corporations have assessed real estate of 
street-using corporations under the fran- 
chise tax law of 1900, and will, therefore, 
recive ‘‘an enormous proportion’’ of the 
franchise tax, while municipal corporations 
that failed to act under the law of 1900, 
expecting a reversal of the decision or the 
Supreme Court, will get a very small per- 
centage of the franchise tax, thus making 
the matter a State affair. 

City Attorney Herbert Boggs of New- 
ark and ex-City Counsel Henry Young ap- 
peared with the Attorney General on be- 
half of the city. 

In his argument, Mr. Boggs said in part: 

‘What is it that constitutes an electric 
railway? Not the tracks, the rails, the 
ties, the poles, the wires, considered sepa- 
rately. hese are all component parts, 
but not the railway itself. ut all these 
constituents united and bonded together 
make a property of itself, having a use of 
its own and a value of its own that classi- 
fy it as a distinct species..of property—an 
electric railway. And this whole thing, 
this peculiar property, was the thing to 
be. taxed. 

“Tt should have been assessed at its 
market value, as the great local railway 
system of the City of Newark. The ques- 
tion for the State Board to determine was, 
what is the value, at a fair private sale, o 

is great railway system. 
ie: Now, it must be obvious that the mere 
cost of constructing this plant is no cri- 
terion of its value. And the reason is 
plain. 

‘Such a criterion necessarily leaves out 
of the problem many essential elements of 
value, the location, the extent of territory 
served and tributary—these, with others 
equally important, are essential elements 
ot value at any fair, private’sale. 

“Tf the cost of reproduction be the cor- 
rect value, then follows, inevitably, the ab- 
surd proposition that an electric street rail- 
way on Broadway in New York can have 
no greater market value than. a similar rail- 
way on Broad Street in Newark. This elec- 
tric railway age is fixed, immutable, 
permanent, Its value is this location, its 
environment.” 

Continuing, Mr. Boggs took up the cost 
and expense of the North Jersey, as testi- 
fied to by the officers of the corporation 
before the State Board of Taxation and in 
their reports. The porportidnate cost of the 
Newark system of the North Jersey was, 
according to Mr. Boggs, $25,000,000, as de- 
duced from the sworn statements of the 

laintiff.

Stokes and his wife on the veranda, he 
shot and mortally wounded both of them.

FOUR DEAD IN PITTSBURG FIRE. 


Daughters of J. G. Miller Burned to 
Death—The Father and Mother 
Injured. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 25.—Four per- 
sons were burned to death and two serious- 
ly injurec in a fire which destroyed early 
this morning the residence of J. G. Miller, 
in Charles Street, Knoxville, a suburb of 
this city. The dead are Rose Miller, aged 
twenty-three years; Amelia Miller, aged 
nineteen; Amanda Miller, aged sixteen, and 
Sylvia Miller, aged nine, The injured are 


J. G. Miller, the father, whose leg was 
broken when he jumped from a second- 
story window, and Mrs. Miller, who is 
badly burned. 

The fire was caused by the eldest daugh- 
ter, Rose, pouring kerosene in the stove to 
start the fire for breakfast. The explosion 
which followed scattered the burning oil 
over the room. Rose was burned so bad- 
ly that she died before reaching the 
hespital. The three others were overcome 
by the smoke, and their bodies were found 
in the ruins after the fire had been ex- 
tinguished.

IN OUR LARGE CITIES” 


This Question Discussed at Con- 
gregational Club’s Meeting. 


Home Rule for Municipalities Favored 
by E. B. Smith—Lieut. Gov. Wood- 
ruff Spoke—W. H. Baldwin, Jr., 
on Sunday Saloons. 


The November meeting of the Congre- 
gational Club of Brooklyn took place last 
night in Pouch Gallery, 345 Clinton Ave- 
nue, with a number of distinguished speak- 
ers among those listed for the after dinner 
speeches. The meeting was an exception- 
ally large one, 230 members and guests be- 
ing present. At the guests’ table sat 
Lieut. Gov. Timothy L. Woodruff, Edwin 
Burritt Smith of Chicago, William H. Bald- 
win, Jr., Silas B. Dutcher, Edmund H. 
Driggs, and the Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis. 
The subject of the evening was the discus- 
sion, ‘‘Can we have an honest and clean 
municipal government in our large cities.” 

Edwin Burritt Smith, Vice President of 
the Municipal Voters’ League of Chicago, 
was a special guest of the occasion, having 
come from the West at the invitation of 
the club to explain “‘ How Chicago changed 
its Board of Aldermen from the worst in 
America to the best.’’ Mr. Smith said in 
part: 

‘American municipal government is not 
democratic. It is an anomalous and un- 
premeditated growth. The city is the agent 
of the State. It should be solely the agent 
of its own people. The people of the State 
are no more qualified or entitled to govern 


the city than the people of the Nation are 
qualified or entitled to govern the State. 
Each should act solely for its own people— 
the people of the State in matters of gen- 
eral’ concern to the people of the State, 
the people of the city in matters of local 
concern to the people of the city. The peo- 
ple of the State frame and adopt a Con- 
stitution to define and limit the powers 
of the State Government. The people of 
the city should frame and adopt a charter 
to define and limit the powers of the City 
Government. If these propositions are 
sound, our Municipal and State Govern- 
ments should be divorced. Hach should 
act within its spkcre for its own people.” 

Mr, Smith recited the work of the Voters’ 
League and its bearing on the reformation 
of Chicago municipal affairs. Continuing, 
he touched upon the abuses of municipal 
administration as showing the necessity of 
governing them at all times. 

‘ Read in The October Atlantic,” he said, 

Mr, Bowker’s amazing summary of the 
processes by which the public service cor- 
poration saeages in transportation and gas 
and electric lighting in the Boroughs of 
Manhattan and the Bronx have filched 
from the people public rights which are 
to-day worth in the open market the vast 
sum of three hundred millions of dollars. 
Mr. Bowker appropriately describes these 
processes under the title, ‘The Piracy of 
Public Franchise.’ ”’ : 

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, who was the next 
speaker, among other things, said: 

“I thought this question whether or not 
we can have an honest and clean municipal 
government was answered in our own large 
city very satisfactory three weeks ago to- 
morrow. [Applause.] I think that without 
a shadow of doubt the success of that fu- 
sion movement was due to the awakening 
of our best citizens to their duty and to the 
deplorable state of affairs “they found to 
exist on the morning they went forth to 
cast their votes. If the people will not 
now rest on their oars and feel secure and 
satisfied there is no reason why they 
should not as well win out from the ene- 
mies of decency not only in the next elec- 
tion, but in the next and still the next. 
The danger lies in the mass of the voters 
feeling satisfied that now they have accom- 
plished their purpose and in forgetting that 
as long as there is a breath in the enemy 
will they have to fight.”’ 

William H. Baldwin, Jr., Chairman of 
the Committee of Fifteen, was then intro- 
duced. Mr. Baldwin said that whether 
New York could indeed have a clean and 
honest administration depended very large- 
ly upon how the word “ clean’’ was inter- 
preted. He warned in general against. ex- 
necting too much from the administration, 
and warned those that might not concur 
in laws put through not to interfere with 
them, because the laws might happen ih 
cases to override their own personal con- 
victions, 

“I do not think we can ever hope for a 
perfectly clean city. But, as. clean a city 
as’ human hands can make a city, that is 
what I can promise you at the hands of the 
incoming administration. Reasonably clean. 
We must have our ideals and strive high, 
expecting each time to fall back and to 
strive again with increasing courage. The 
consolation is that never will we fall quite 
to the grade that we were when we started. 
To illustrate, in municipal affairs: We have 
not now under the rule, of Tammany the 
same clean streets that we had during the 
time Col. Waring looked after our streets. 
But neither have we the same filthy streets 
that we had eight years ago, before Col. 
Waring came into office. We fell back, 
but at the same time all our advance was 
not lost.”’ 

Mr. Baldwin further illustrated with the 
ordinance forbidding expectoration in public 
places. ‘‘ There was a time,” he said, 
““when I feared I would never live in the 
day when I might see our great liberty 
loving American deprived of his Constitu- 
tional right to do as he pleased under all 
circumstances, but the women got into 
that fight and that is where the power’ lay. 
So, also, for the next two years, let the 
women keep up the fight against the 
enemy. But in the mean time, do not be 
cynical, and do not give way to the weak- 
nesses of the extremists, who would ask 
more than human hands can do. If in two 
or three months after Mr. Low has taken 
his office it should be found that it is best 
to keep the saloon open during two or 
three hours of Sunday and to govern in this 
way the sale of liquor rather than to have 
it sold all day illegally, then do not object. 
Yet, when such a law is passed, and I do 
not know if it will be or. not, there will be 
bitter denunciation onthe part of our 
friends and many well-meaning people, our 
best friends, will join forces in the attack 
against us with those that have been but 
just put out of office.” 

The Rev. Dr. Hillis, who spoke next, said 
in part that he thought public men could 
be divided into two classes—politicians and 
statesmen. Politicians, who give people all 
they want, and statesmen that give them 
what is good for them. 

Silas B. Dutcher was introduced to con- 
tribute further to the subject. He said 
that in the past the efforts of the decent 
party in the municipal campaign had failed 
because so many good people had not 
helped. Mothers, he said, urged their sons 
not to enter politics; fathers, the same, 
and even the maiden as she was led from 
the altar would beg of her newly-made hus- 
band to remain out of politics. 

“Teach your children to be politicians 
as you teach them the Sermon on the 
Mount and the Golden Rule,” he said. 
“Only then, when they have gained an in- 
sight into politics, into the working of the 
world and into the needs of their fellow- 
men, can they become useful Christians, 
capable of taking up the great universal 
struggle of morals and religion.”’

DOOMED PRECONCERTEDLY. 


Resolutions of 
Pre- 


Congressmen Declare 
the Recent Convention Were 
pared Long Before It Met. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25.—What 
was only intimated about the Reciprocity 
Convention the day it adjourned—that it 
had turned out precisely as its managers 
designed it should turn out—is openly 
charged now by persons who say they 
know wha they are talking about. A 
member of the House Ways and Means 
Committee said yesterday that the pro- 
gramme of the convention was cut and 
dried from beginning to end. 

‘““Even the resolutions,’ said this Con- 
gressman, ‘‘ were prepared before the con- 
vention opened. I know that to be a fact.”’ 

‘* How do you know it?’’ was asked. 

“‘Because I read these resolutions, the 
identical resolutions, reported from the 
committee and adopted by the convention 
several days before the convention met.” 

It seems to be a prevalent belief among 
members of Congress, who have been in 
the way of acquiring information about 
the convention, that the iron and steel in- 
terests really ran the meeting. A Repub- 
lican leader in the House said last night: 

“TIT am satisfied the convention was cap- 
tured by the very people who, two weeks 
before it was held, gave out statements that 
they would have nothing to do with it for 
fear it would let the free-traders run away 
with it. I couldn't prove this before a jury, 
but I'm satisfied it is true. Anyhow, some- 
body captured it before it assembled and 
directed every move it made.”’ 

Members of Congress who did not care 
much what the convention might do got 
considerable amusement in talking it over. 
A phese in the report of the Committee on 
Resoiutions is spoken of as one of the most 
amusing features. The committee, in re- 
porting its resolutions, said they were the 
result of ‘‘careful and earnest delibera- 
tion.’’ 

‘““T guess that's so,’’ remarked the mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Committee who 
read the resolutions several days in ad- 
vance of the opening of the convention, 
“but they were not the result of ‘ careful 
and earnest deliberation’ on the part of 
that committee. The deliberation had all 
been done in advance. The committee got 
what the press calls ‘advance matter,’ 
and all it had to do was to hold it until the 
proper time should come to release it.” 

There seems to be nobody, Republican or 
Democrat, who doubts that reciprocity is 
dead. Its friends sadly admit it, and the 
others speak of it with great satisfaction. 
Its friends say tariff revision will come, 
that it cannot be avoided. Two causes, 
they say, tend to delay its coming. One 
of these is the general prosperity of the 
country, which leads those who ultimately 
will be the strong force behind the de- 
mand for revision to say, ‘‘ Let well enough 
alone.”” The other is the ‘‘ demoralization 
of the Democratic Party.”’ 

“Tf,” said a reciprocity man, “‘ the Dem- 
ocratic Party were not so broken up that 
it practically is out of politics the Repub- 
licans would be driven to tariff revision. It 
couldn’t hold off and do just' as it pleases 
as it can now.” 


BONINE TRIAL RESUMED. 


Fellow-Lodgers of the Accused Wash- 
ington Woman Testify. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The trial of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine for the murder of 
James Seymour Ayres, Jr., at the Kenmore 
Hotel last May, began in real earnest to- 
day. Baker, the man who says he saw Mrs. 
Bonine descend the fire escape; Hopkins, 
who roomed over Ayres and raised the 
first outcry: Miss Woolums, who roomed 
under Ayres, and Miss Lawless and Miss 
Minas, who roomed on either side of him, 

testified. 

The latter two were regarded as star wit- 
nesses, but they testified to no facts not de- 
veloped at the inquest. Officer Drew testi- 
fied that there was room enough behind the 
door of Ayres's room for a man to have been 
there while the door was opened to admit 
another person, a cuntention which the 
prosecution deny, and also that there were 
empty cartridges in the jar in Ayres’s room 
before the pistol with which the shooting 
was done was emptied by Policeman Brace 
after the tragedy. This would tend to es- 
tablish the theory of the defense that the 
pistol belonged to Ayres. 

Miss Minas testified that Ayres and Mrs. 
Bonine ate ice cream and cake in her room 
the night before the tragedy and that at 
that time there was no evidence of ill-feel- 
ing between them. 

Mrs. Bonine throughout the trial to-day, 
when witnesses described the cries, groans, 
and throat gurgling of the dying man re- 
mained absolutely unmoved. 


PITTSBURG GAS FIGHT. 


C. H. Duncan Accuses Stockholders of 
Manufacturers’ Company with 
Fraud and Deceit. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 25.—Charles H. 
Duncan, for himself and other stockhold- 
ers of the Manufacturers’ Natural Gas 
Company, which was merged into the Man- 
ufacturers’ Light and Heat Company, filed 
a bill in equity in Cémmon Pleas Court 


No. 2 to-day against H. B. Beatty, O. H. 
Strong, S. Y. Ramage, and the Manufactur- 
ers’ Light and Heat Company. 

Fraud and deceit on the part of the de- 
fendants are charged. It is asked that 
they be required to make a discovery of 
the price paid by them for the business of 
the People’s Light and Heat Company and 
the profit made by them on its sale to the 
Manufacturers’ Natural Gas Company; 
also that they be ordered te file an ac- 
counting of the transaction. 

The bill alleges that the defendants, while 
Directors of the Manufacturers’ Company, 
combined to make a large profit by pur- 
chasing the capital stock of the People’s 
Company and reselling it to the Manufact- 
urers’ for more than it was worth. The 
plaintiff avers that Ramage and Strong 
made about $200,000 by the deal. 


KNAPP’S ROLLER BOAT 
ROLLS INTO THE MUD. 


The Inventor Claims the Test Success- 
ful, and Will Build a Great 
Ocean-Going Roller. 
OGDENSBURG, N. Y., Nov. 25.—Knapp’s 
roller boat demonstrated its ability to roll 
to-day. In a, blinding snowstorm, with a 
stiff north wind, it rolled from Prescott 
across the St. Lawrence River to Ogdens- 
burg, but missed the channel to the upper 


harbor and rolled into the soft mud on a 
bar abreast the city, and settled hard, sur- 
rounded by snow and ice. A steamboat 
followed, and was unable to get near the 
roller, owing to shallow water. 

Efferts te tow the boat by long hawsers 
into deep water were unsuccessful, and she 
may not be released until Spring. The in- 
ventor and a stockholder, who were on 
hoard, were taken off in small boats. The 
inventor claims success. 

The boat is 110 feet long and 22 feet in 
diameter. An engine is suspended in a 
car in the centre. The motive power is ap- 
jlied in the form of a climbing engine. Mr.

MEADE COURT-MARTIAL. 


Puritan Club Members Say that Major 
Lauchheimer Acted Like a Gen- 
tleman in Boston. 

The Meade court-martial at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard resumed its sittings yes- 
terday. Col. Frank Denny of the Marine 
Corps, one of the officers preferring 
charges of drunkenness and false swear- 
ing against Col. Meade, was the chief wit- 

ness of the day. 

He was examined with regard to the 
charges of collusion with the contractors 
in connection with the improvements to 
the barracks in the navy yard, which 
charges were made against Col. Denny by 
Col. Meade and are declared by the prose- 
cution in the present trial as having been 
“false and malicious.” 

Col. Denny testified that Col. Meade’s 
criticism upon the work on the barracks 
was not made until this work practically 
was completed. Concerning alleged instruc- 
tions given to workmen on the barracks 
that they were to supply only, the poorest 
work, the witness said the allegations were 
nothing but ‘ridiculous barracks gossip.’’ 
The work finally done, the witness said, 
was the best possible in accordance with 
the appropriation allowed by the Govern- 
ment. 

With regard to certain alleged defects 
in the work found by a board of survey, 
Col. Denny said no reports had been made 
upon them, and therefore nothing had 
been done in this iy ep The witness 
said that he believed the findings of this 
board were baseless. 

At yesterday’s session furtHer testimony 
was taken as to the action of Major Charles 
H. Lauchheimer at the Puritan Club in 
Boston, while he was attached to the navy 
yard there. The additional testimony was 
given by George W. Hastings and E. M. 
Beales, members of the Puritan Club. Mr. 
Beales said that he had never heard of any 
misbehavior on the part of Major Lauch- 
heimer at the club, nor that there had ever 
been any intention to withdraw the invita- 
tion card held by the Major. The witness 
said that he had accompanied the Major to 
the officers’ quarters at the Boston Navy 
Yard on the evening when, as had been al- 
leged, the officer was considerably “ under 
the influence of liquor,’’ and had cut some 
queer capers, and believed that the Major 
was absolutely sober at the time. 
Mr. Semple, counsel for Col. Meade, 
asked the witness what he would say were 
he to be told that Major Lauchheimer had 
admitted on the witness stand that he was 
“tight ’’ on the evening in question. Mr. 
Beales replied that the Major was acting 
like a gentleman at the time at all events. 
Mr. Hastings testified that the Major’s be- 
havior at the club was ‘‘all right.” 


NARROW ESCAPES FROM FIRE. 


The House of Justin Butterfield at 
Northport, L. |., Burned. 
NORTHPORT, L. I., Nov. 25.—The resi- 
dence of Justin Butterfield, in this place, 
was destroyed by fire early this morning. 
Mr. and Mrs. Butterfield were asleep when 


the fire started and narrowly escaped with 
their lives. 

The burned building had only been erected 
two years ago and was considered one of 
the best-fitted houses on Long Island. It 
contained many rare and costly art ob- 
jects.

We 
have the twenty days’ storage, exactly the 
same as New York has. They have been 
harping upon that over there, but there is 
very little foundation for their complaint. 
Of course, as to the shipment of grain, it 
all depends where it is. Boston has held 
her own, and New York should — 
New York and Boston are on a parity in 
rates. Boston is extraordinarily favored irt 
its facilities, it is true; but there is no 
ground for claiming discrimination in 
rates.”’

Schuyler Hamilton, Jr., Gets a Writ of 
Habeas Corpus for Their Pres- 
entation in Court. 

Schuyler Hamilton, Jr., of 48 West Twen- 
ty-seventh Street, obtained a writ of ha- 
beas corpus yesterday from Justice Clarke 
in the Supreme Court, directing his former 
wife, Gertrude V. C. H. Hamilton, now the 
Baroness de Graffenried, to produce in 
court their three children, Schuyler V. C.

Lydecker Tunnel Which Caused Scandal | 
| terday in well 


in 1888 Open at Last. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. 
ton aqueduct tunnel, commonly known as 
the Lydecker tunnel, work on which began 
twenty years ago and was suspended in 
1888, after sensational discoveries of faulty 
construction work, was put into operation 
to-day.

GERMAN SUGAR KARTELL | 


Privy Councillor Goldberger Says 
It ls Not a Trust. 


Simply an Agreement Among Refiners 
to Control Home Production and 
Regulate Prices, He Explains. 


Discussing the recently published cables 
from London regarding the German sugar 
kartell, Privy Councillor Goldberger, mem- 
ber of the Imperial German Consultative 
Board for Commercial Measures, who is in 
this city, said yesterday: 

“In the first place, 
the German sugar refiners is not a trust, | 
but simply an agreement among them- | 
selves for the purpose of controlling the 
amounts of home production and regulating 
prices. The members of the Kartell do not | 
lose their financial independence as manu- | 
facturers. The sugar kartell in Germany is 


not a secret organization, its existence be- | 


ing a matter of public record both at home 
and abroad. It has been in existence for a 


number of years, and has been the subject 


ef frequent discussion in Chambers of Com- 
merce reports and in public. 


‘“‘Furthermore, it should be stated that 
not all sugar manufacturers belong to the | 


Kartell. True, the Kartell is maintaining 


prices at home, but this only affects the | 
| German consumer; the foreigners have no | 


the organization of | 





cause for complaint if they have cheap 


sugar at the expense of the German con- | 


sumer. 

“The figures in the London report are 
incorrect to a great extent. Germany uses 
for herself about one-half of her own pro- 
duction. Home consumption has increased 
continuously during the last few years, while 


the total exports have decreased. They 
amounted to only 1,006,446 tons in 1900, as 
compared with 1,141,007 tons in 1897. For 
the first nine months of the current year 
the total exports increased, but there has 
been a decrease in exports to the United 
States amounting to about 8,000,000 for the 
first nine months of the year as against 
12,000,000 for the corresponding period of 
the previous year. 

“The impending sugar conference in 
Brussels cannot destroy the Kartell. The 
only thing it may accomplish is to abolish 
the export bounty, in which it did not suc- 


Belgium and Germany were then in favor 
of the removal of bounties, as was also 
Austria, with certain reservations, France 
and, in a certain sense, Russia, expressed 
themselves as favorable to a reduction of 
export bounties, as well as to abolishing 
the open premiums. But France in partic- 
ular declined to give up her secret boun- 
ties under any conditions or to look with 
favor on any change of her existing laws. 
England was on the fence. 

“In conélusion, I would say that the 
German sugar Kartell neither endangers 
the world’s production of sugar nor that of 
Cuba and the West Indies. To speak of the 
‘German danger’ in this case would appear 
as an exaggeration.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The Industrial | 
Commission to-day published .a special re- | 
port explanatory of what is styled the | 
“* Kartell.” The report covers much the | 
same grounds as recent German cable- 
grams with reference to the workings of | 
this organization. The Kartell, it is stated, | 
guarantees producers of raw. sugar a cer- 
tain minimum price, any difference be- 
tween this price and an actually lower price 
in the world’s markets being made up by | 
whe refiners, In return the raw sugar pro- 
ducers agree to produce no refined swgar 
for inland consumption and to sell only to 
factories in the combination.

Report of the Secretary of Agriculture 
Recommends Agricultural 
gations in the Philippines.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—In his fifth an- 
Mual report Secretary of Agriculture James 
Wilson points out that, in-view of the fact | 
that the inspection and quarantining of | 
cattle imported to this country affords only | 
@ relative guarantee against disease, it | 
might perhaps be well to follow the exam- 
ple of Great Britain and exclude live stock | 
from other countries entirely. Among other | 
®uggestions made in the report is one to the 
effect that agricultural investigations be 
undertaken jn the Philippine Islands. ° 

Regarding the animal industry the Secre- 
tary goesjon to say that the grand total of 
animals and animal products exported dur- 
ing the year exceeded $250,000,000 in value. 
This vast foreign market is only preserved 
to our producers by the indefatigable ef- 
forts of the department and the rigid in- 
spection exercised through the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. This bureau inspected 
for export 385,000 cattle, 228,000 sheep, 
48,000 horses.and mules, and nearly 1,000 | 
vessels carrying live stock. Imported ani- 
Mals were inspected to the number of 
842,000, and, where necessary, were quar- | 


; 


antined.. The Secretary suggests that ‘with | 
the enormous interests our stock raisers 
have at stake the example of Great Britain 
might be followed with advantage, as stat- 
ed above. 

Of more than 5,000,000 cattle inspected, 
the. condemned carcasses were about one- 
fourth of 1 per cent.; of the 6,500,000 sheep 
ene-tenth of 1 per cent.; of 24,000,000 hogs, 


one-third of 1 per cent. In the control of 
indigenous diseases 1,500,000 inspections 
‘Were made, and over 45,000 cars were disin- 
fected in the Texas fever service alone. In 
the repression of scabies in sheep nearly 
8,000,000 animals were inspected, and over 

,000,000 were dipped under the supervision 
of the department's Inspectors. In com- 
bating the disease known as “* black leg ’’ 
the bureau distributed more than 1,500,000 
doses of vaccine, the result being to reduce | 
losses in affected herds to less than 1 per 

_ Gent., whereas formerly it was in most 
cases about 10 per*cent.~'To aid in detecting | 
tuberculosis in cattle and glanders in horses 
over 44,000 doses of tuberculin and 7,000 
doses of mallein have been supplied. 

The Secretary points out the serious evil 
resulting from a system of Staite inspection 
which, if it became general, would effect- 
ually prevent the marketing of Mve stock 
in some sections and wculd destroy much of 
the usefulness of the Federal inspection. 

In regard to the Philippines Mr. Wilson 
Says that he regards it as extremely desira- 
ble that agricultural investigations should 
be undertaken there under the War De- 
partment and in co-operation with the De- 
partment of Agriculture. In furtherance of 
this work he recommends an additional ap- 
propriation of $15,000 for the ensuing fiscal 
year, “‘to institute agricultural investiga- 
tions in the Philippines and, if feasible, to 
locate and maintain an agricultural éxperi- 
ment station there.” 

The Secretary announces an important 
extension of the forecast field of the 
Weather Bureau, which now includes re- 
Forts from certain points in the Brit: 

es and on the Continent of Europe, from 
the Azores, Nassau, Bermuda, and Turk's 
Island. The Atlantic forecasts based upon 
these reports now form part of the regular 
night forecasts issued at Washington.

The development of the rice industries in 
Louisiana and Texas since the introduction | 
of the Japanese rice, during the past three | 
years, has been remarkable. At the same 
time imports of this product ‘have de- 
creased from 154,000,000 to  73.000.000 
pounds. The sugar laboratory of the Bu- | 
reau of Chemistry continues to study the | 
chemical problems relating to the produc- | 
tion of sugar-producing plants and the | 
manufacture of sugar. The chief part of 
this study is devoted to sugar beets. 

Regarding botanical investigations’ the 
Secretary says that important work has 
been done on seeds, improvement of crops, 
and methods of crop production in the 
United States’ tropical possessions. and pre- 
vention of losses of cattle in the West from 
eating poisonous plants.

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TOTAL POSTAL REVENUES 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR. 


Deficit of $3,923,727 Shown by Report— 
Abuses of Second-Ciass Mail Priv- 
ileges Discussed. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Third Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Edwin C. Madden, 
in his annual report, says: The total postal 
revenues for the year from all sources 
were $111,631,193, being $3,923,727 less than 
This is exclusive of the 
cost of transporting the mails over the 
subsidized Pacific railroads that have not 
yet settled their bonded accounts with the 

Government. 

The total value of stamps, paper, and 
stamp books issued. during the year was 
$104,735,987. The issue of postage stamp 
books is regarded as a successful experi- 
ment. 

The 4,698,423 stamp books issued cost the 
department $4.60 per thousand to manu- 
facture. 

There were 659,614,800 postal cards issued. 

The amount of second-class matter 
mailed free of postage to actual subscrib- 
ers within the county of publication con- 
stitutés practically 7 per cent. of the eri- 
tire amount mailed. 

Mr Madden says it is but a question of 
time, if the rate of increase of second-class 
matter continues, before it will consume 
most if not all of the revenue derived from 
other classes of mail matter. While sec- 
ond-class matter, combined with its neces- 
sary equipment, constitutes approximately 
two-thirds of the combined weight of all 
the four classes of mail matter, it fur- 
nishes only slightly over 4 per cent. of the 
revenue ‘from all postages. 

About 50 per cent. of this nominal and 
unsustaining rate, Mr. Madden says, is 
due to a construction of the statutes which 
has permitted the admission of a great 
number of alleged newspapers and periodi- 
pretensions. The 
principal abuses of the pound rate named 
by the report are samiple copies, bulk sub- 
scriptions, book serials, return copies to 
news agents, and premiums to subscribers, 
the latter being characterized as the king 
of abuses. 

The hope is expressed that the next an- 
nual report will show the second class of 
mail practically free from at least the 
larger abuses. This reformation, the re- 
port says, may make one-cent postage 
practicable at 10 distant date. 


Barred from Second-Class Mail. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Another big 
batch of publications excluded from the 
second-class mail matter, under the new 


governing that classification, was 
announced to-day. Most of them are serials 
published in Minneapolis and Philadelphia. 
The list includes several newspaper alma- 
nacs and railroad guides. 


OLD DUTY PAID VOLUNTARILY. 


H. S. Black Pays Dues on Jewelry with 
a Conscience Contribution. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Secretary Gage 
has received from an unknown person 
through the Collector of Customs at New 
York a conscience contribution of $18,669. 


At the office of Collector Bidwell, in the 
Custom House, it was stated that this con- 
tribution was sent by H. 8. Black of the 
Fuller Construction Company, whose wife 
recently brought in some jewels from Eu- 
rope No formal seizure was made, and 
Mr. Black at the time called on the Col- 
lector, stating that there was no wish to 
evade the law and that he was prepared to 
ay a duty if the jewels came under the 
aw. 


CUBANS VISIT THE PRESIDENT. 


Present a Petition and Urge the Neces- 
sity of Tariff Reductions on 
Insular Products. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—A delegation of 
Cubans called upon the President to-day 
and presented a petition adopted by the 
industrial organizations of the island, urg- 
ing upon his attention the necessity of re- 
duction in the American tariff upon Cuban 
products, particularly upon sugar and to- 
bacco. 

The delegation consisted of Francisco 


Gamba, President of the general society of 
merchants and business men of Cuba; Mi- 
guecl Mendoza, Simon Dumois, Louis 
Francke, Gustav Beck, Dionisio Valasco, 
Juan Pedro, and Alfonso Pesant. Thé dele- 
gation was accompanied by State Senator 
Frank D. Pavey, the American counsel of 
the general society; Octavio Davis, the Sec- 
retary of the delegation, and L. V. De 
Abad, a member of the former Cuban dele- 

ation on economic affairs, which visited 

Jashington last Winter. 

After, stating in a general way the eco- 
nomic situation in the island, the petition 
asks for a number of reductions in_ the 
American tariff on Cuban products. These 
have heretofore been published. 

The petition goes on to say that the eco- 
nomical situation in which the Island of 
Cuba is placed is such that the remedies 
above expressed admit of no delay. The 
petition concludes as follows: 


We therefore respectfully entreat you, either 


| by virtue of the Constitutional authority vested.in 


you, or by requesting Congress in your first 
message to grant you the necessary authority. to 
immediately establish ample commercial privi- 
leges, between the United States—the almost ex- 
market for our products—and Cuba, 
based on the foregoing petition, as a measure of 


/ urgent necessity and Indispensable for the _ sal- 
| vation of the island.

KANSAS STOCK YARDS 
LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Supreme Court Holds the State Cannot 
Fix Rates of Charges for 
Corporation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—In the United 
States Supreme Court to-day an opinion 
was handed down in the case of Cotting 
and Higginson against A. A. Godard, Attor- 
ney ‘General of the State of Kansas, and the 
Kansas City Stock Yards Company, involv- 
ing the validity of the State law of Kan- 


sas, empowering the State authorities to 
fix rates of charges on stock in the stock 
yards. The decree of the Circuit Court, 
which upheld the law, -was reversed. 

Cotting and Higginson were stockholders 
in the Stock Yards Company, and in 1897 
filed a bill in the United States Circuit 
Court against the company and its officers 
and Louis C. Boyle, then Attorney General 
of the State, to restrain the officers of the 
company from complying with the act and 
the Attorney General,.from enforcing its 
provisions, on the ground that such com- 
pliance or enforcement would deprive the 
company of its property without due proc- 
ess of law. It was also contended that the 
act was class legislation. The Circuit 
Court dismissed the bill of complaint. 

Justice Brewer handed down the opinion 
of the court to-day. He merely announced 
the result, saving: 7 

“The decree of the Circuit Court in this 
case is reversed, with costs, and it is or- 
dered that this cause be and the same is 
hereby. remanded to the. said Circuit Court, 
with directions to enter a decree in favor of 
the plaintiffs and against the Kansas City 
Stock Yards Company and its officers, in 
accordance with the prayer of the bills, and 
also a decree dismissing the suit as to the 
Attorney General of Kansas, without prej- 
udice sto any further suit or action.”’ 

The entire court concurred in the decree. 


NOTED IRISH PATRIOT DYING. 


Martin Hogan, a Companion of J. B. 
O'Reilly, Ill in Chicago Hospital. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—Martin Hogan, an 
Irish patriot, who was rescued from Van 
Dieman’s Land, Australia, in 1869, by a 
ship sent out for that purpose, is dying at 
the County Hospital. He is one of the 
seven men convicted with John Boyle 
O'Reilly in 1866 of treason against the Brit- 
ish Government and sentenced to be shot. 
The sentence was commuted to life impris- 
onment, and afterward reduced to twenty 
years of penal servitude. 

With O'Reilly he was confined in various 
English prisons until 1867, when, with his 
companion, he was banished to Van Die- 
man's Land, the English penal colony in 
Western Australia. In the Spring of 1869 
the wastes ship Catalpa was fitted out for 
a voyagé to Australia to rescue O'Reilly 
and the others convicted with him, but 
before its arrival O'Reilly had escaped at 
night in an open boat, and had been picked 
u cs sea by the Gazelle, an American 
whaler. 

A few weeks later the Catalpa arrived off 
Van Dieman’s Land and rescued Hogan 
and five companions. Hogan has lived in 
Chicago for more than a —— of a 
century, and has been in straitened cir- 
cumstances for a long time. On Nov. 16 
he was taken to the County Hospital.

LIEUT. VAN SCHAICK 
KILLS THREE FILIPINOS. 


Leads a Small Scouting Party and 
Charges 150 Insurgents. 


MANILA, Nov. 25.—Second Lieut. Louis 
J. Van Schaick of the Fourth Infantry, 
while scouting with a few men of that 
regiment, met 150 insurgents who had at- 
tacked and sacked the hamlet of Siaraca, 
near Cavite, Upon seeing the Filipinos 
Van Schaick ordered his ‘men to charge 
them. The command was obeyed, and Van 
Schaick, being mounted, reached the in- 
surgents sixty yards in advance of hig men. 
He killed three of them with his revolver. 

An insurgent fired his rifle point blank 
at Van Schaick at four paces, but missed. 
Lieut. Van Schaick was then knocked from 
his horse. He jumped to his feet and en- 
gaged in a hand-to-hand conflict with the 
enemy, using the butt of his revolver. He 
received two severe wounds, one of which 
nearly severed his wrist. At this point the 
Lieutenant's men arrived, rescued him, 
and put the insurgents to flight. Van 
Schaick is in the Military Hospital at 
Manila and {fs doing well. He had already 
been recommended for a medal of honor 
for bravery in a previous engagement. 

Gen. Hughes, Commander of the Depart- 
ment of the Visayas, reports that nego- 
tiations are about completed for the sur- 
render of the insurgent leader Samson, on 
Bohol Island. This surrender will doubt- 
less end the revolt against the American 
authority in Bohol, as Samson is acknowle- 
edged to be the chief insurgent leader 
there. 


Supply Boat Iris Floated at Iloilo. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Secretary Long 
has received a cablegram from Admiral 
Rodgers at Manila stating that the New 


York had managed to float the supply boat 
Iris, which stranded yesterday near Iloilo. 
The Iris is apparently uninjured. 


TO PRAY FOR DEAD FILIPINOS. 


Catholic Priest of Montclair’ Announces 
for Thanksgiving Day Masses 
for Their Souls. 


MONTCLAIR, N. J., Nov. 25,~The Rev. 
Joseph F. Mendl, pastor of the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception of this place, 
who at the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war expressed from the pulpit sym- 
pathy for the Spaniards, made an an- 
nouncement yesterday which has created 
something of a sensation. At the various 
masses he announced that at 8:30 o'clock 
on Thanksgiving Day he would hold a 
requiem mass for the repose of the souls 
of the Filipinos ‘‘who died fighting for 
the rights of their country, and the Catho- 
lics who died fighting with the Boers in 
South Africa.” 

Following the announcement Father 
Mendl made an impassioned address, in 
which he criticised both the United States 
and English Governments. When seen to- 
day the priest said he looked upon the 
mass on Thanksgiving Day as a just tribute 
to those who had died in the defense of 
their homes and families, and as a protest 
again “the acts of both the American 
and English Governments,” which he ‘“‘ con- 
sidered to be the -most outrageous and 
though they pretended to be the leaders of 
though they pretend to be the leaders of 
civilization in the twentieth century. My 
people are back of me in the matter. There 
may be a few who do not feel satisfied 
with my action, and if so they are political 
jackasses.”’

STORM-TOSSED VESSELS 
CROWD INTO PORT 


Effects of Wind and Waves Along 
the Water Front. 


Damage Along the Coast and on Staten 
island, Where’ a Number of 
Vessels Came to Grief. 


Misty rain that fell intermittently and a 
chilly wind that blew in fitful gusts suc- 
ceeded yesterday to the driving downpour 
and fierce northeast gale which for thirty- 
six hours had deluged and buffeted’ the city 
and its vicinity. 
With the change of wind to the west- 
ward. shipping in the harbor again started 
up in the morning. Early the great ocean 
liners that had been delayed by the gale 
began to make their way up the bay. 
Among them was the French liner La 
Champagne from Havre, which passed the 
Hook Sunday afternoon, where she an- 
chored to await milder weather; the 
Karamania from the Mediterranean, which 
had been anchored outside since Sunday 
the North German Lloyd liner Lahn from 
Naples, the Bueno Ayrean from Glasgow 
The Lauenburg, Antilia, and Altai from the 
West Indies, and the Excelsior from New 
Orleans. All reported having encountered 
the roughest kind of weather. 
The Antilfia was one of the vessels that 
experienced a perilous time. Capt. Montell 
said the gale was one of the most terrific 
he had ever known.

damaged. Another vessel

together with the wind, put the steam 
steering gear out of order, smashed a star- 
board lifeboat, and damaged the deck fixt- 
ures. The Ataka teached the Sandy Hook 
Lightship about 10:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning, where she anchored. She then 


signaled for a tug, and was towed into 
Quarantine. 
In the harbor the ferryboats and other 
harbor craft managed to make their trips 
practically on schedule time. 
The havoc that wind and tide had played 
along the water front on Saturday and 
Sunday was evident on all sides. Gangs of 
men’ were in front of every business estab- 
lishment manipulating long funnel-shaped 
metal pumps .like those that are used to 
pump oil from barrels, except that they 
were much larger, to clear the cellars un- 
der the buildings of water. 
water that these pumps 
into the gutters along 
showed how serious the 


The volume of

flood had been. 
Although the work of pumping started late 
on Sunday, at noon yesterday many of the 
cellars still contained two or three feet of 
water and the great piles of merchandise 
stacked on the sidewalks, much of which 
was perishable, were badly deteriorated 
when not totally ruined. The streets them- 
selves were still muddy and very slippery. 
Evidences of the strength of the wind 
were visible everywhere in the shape of 
broken or splintered signs, broken windows, 
or débris from barrels and other kinds of 
things usually to be found in front of or in 
the vicinity of retail places of Business. 
From western Coney Island to‘Har Rock- 
away there was not a structure, 6f any 
kind facing the sea that was not more or 
less damaged, it was said. At all the sea- 
side resorts boardwalks were undermined 
and piers shattered, and in many of them 
the hotels were seriously damaged. 
On Staten Island, along the Rapid Tran- 
sit Railway tracks, at points» where the 
damage had. been so great men were busy 
getting. things in working shape as fast as 
possible. Craft of all kinds that had been 
moored to the Staten [sland shore before 
the storm showed what a tossing and 
bumping they had gone through while the 
gale was 
gan to subside.

Beach the track of the railroad was under- 
mined for several hundred yards, which 
gives a fair idea of the demeae the Staten 
Island system ‘suffered all aay | the shore. 
At Tompkinsville the sloop terling on 
Sunday night broke away from her moor- 
ings and ended high and dry on shore, with 
her topmast, bowsprit, and mainsail gone. 
Martino’s dock, at Tompkinsville, was 
wrecked. and the pile drivers that had been 
moored in the vicinity of-it found a rest- 
ng place on the shore not far away. Near 
Stapleton the schooner Chester went to 
the bottom yesterday morning. Her crew 
got to shore all right. A hole in her side 
that caused her to fill her skipper believes 
to be the result of contact with a heavy 
piece of wreckage. John Arbuckle’s float- 
ing hotel, which was also moored in that 
vicinity, was found in the mud there yes- 
terday morning. Other craft went down 
or were driven ashore near Stapleton also, 
including two floats belohging to the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, which touched 
bottom. and the schooner J. S, Harves and 
a couple of pile drivers, which took a trip 
inland. The Harves was badly, but not 
irreparably, ae 


DAMAGE ON LONG ISLAND. 


Traffic Between Flushing and College 
Point Interrupted—Vessels Suf- 
fer at Huntington. 

The tracks of the Long Island Railroad 
and Queens County trolley road between 
Flushing and College Point were submerged 
yesterday as a result of the storm of Satur- 
day night and Sunday and no trains could 
pass over this section of the roads. About 
500 feet of the trolley line was under five 
feet of water. The only way of getting in 
or out of College Point was by means of 
the Ninety-ninth Street ferryboats. 

The meadows between College Point and 
Flushing were completely submerged, and 
dozens of cellars along the water front 
were flooded. About 600 feet of the big 
stone wall on the southerly side of the 
College Point causeway was washed away, 
and the meadows between College Point 


and Whitestone were flooded. The cause- 
way is a mass of stone and mud. 

The damage along Flushing Creek is esti- 
mated at $50,000. 

At Long Beach the Casino, which stands 
100 feet from the sea, was wrecked, and 
the boardwalks were washed away in many 
places and otherwise damaged. Many 
washouts are reported along the railroad 
tracks over the trestle to the beach, and 
no trains could be run over this line. 
Considerable damage is reported from 
Huntington. The sloop yacht Kbeynn, 
owned by L. E. Funnell of Stamford, Conn., 
was carried into the dam and landed in a 
central position in the highway. The 
thirty-foot sloop Gypsy was dragged from 
her anchorage at the steamboat dock and 
carried over the dam into the pond. Small 
boats by the score were scattered all over 
the harbor. The big coal scale of the 
Huntington Lumber and Coat Company was 
wrecked. Great quantities of lumber were 
swept from the piles and carried away. 
At the Huntington Yacht Clubhouse fifteen 
feet of the sea end of the dock was car- 
ried off. 


PILE-DRIVERS AND SCOWS LOST. 


Seven Out of Eight at Jersey City Sunk 
and the Other Missing. 
Sanford Ross, who is constructing the 
bulkheads for the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company’s new freight system at Green- 
ville, Jersey City, yesterday reported that 
during the gale of Sunday morning two 
pile-drivers and five scows which he was 
operating in the bay were blown from their 
moorings and had been found sunk near 
Robin’s Reef. A sixth scow which was also 
blown away has not yet been located, and 
is supposed to have been driven out to sea. 
The east wind still kept the water banked 
in Harsimus Cove and the foot of Pavonia 
Avenue was still flooded, but trolley cars 
were able to make their way to the Erie 
ferry. No additional damage was reported 
except the prostration of trees and fences 
which were blown down Sunday night: 
One of these fences was a “‘spite’’ fence 
erected twelve years ago by then Finance 
Commissioner John H. Carnes at 93 Glen- 
wood Street. It was eight feet high, and 
was put up because Fagen & Wheeler, con- 
tractors, erect three houses on the adjoin- 
ing lots shutting, out out the light from 
one side of Commissioner Carnes’s resi- 
dence. The trouble was te eel sone ago, 


but the fence was allowed to stand Mr. 
Carnes said yesterday that he did not 
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know whether he would put the fence up 
again or not. 


AFTERMATH AT LONG BRANCH. 


Few Buildings Undamaged by the Storm 
—Work of Floating the Ship 
Flottbek. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Nov, 25.—The 
damage to buildings in this city during the 
storm of Saturday night and Sunday morn- 
ing was far greater than was supposed 
yesterday. Hardly a building but suffered 
more or less. ‘The damage ranged all the 
way from the roof being carried away, 48 
was the case at the United States Hotel, 
dcewn to the breaking of window panes and 
the smashing of shutters. 

An instance of the great force of the 
wind is shown by a plank from the roof 
of the pavilion on the shore end of the 
pier. This plank is about twenty feet long 
seven inches wide and two thick. It was 
torn from the roof, hurled clear across 
Ocean Avenue, and striking the Lenox 
Hotel end on was driven into the side of 
the building to a depth of four or five feet 


between the second and pune stories. It 
still sticks out of the wall 

Of the great iron pier, ractically noth- 
ing remains save about pra feet of the 
shore end. The body of the man who was 
drowned when the pier collapsed early 
Sunday morning was recovered late this 
evening near Gaskin's fishery. He proved 
to be Edward Schwab, thirty-five years 
old, whose home is in Brooklyn. Schwab 
was an orderly at the Monmouth Memorial 
Hospital about a year ago.

The Southern Rail- 
road has not yet gotten its tracks in order, 
and all travel to Sea Bright and vicinity 
is cut off. 


TWO MEN DROWNED AT SEA. 


Were on Two of Four Barges Wrecked 
Near Barnegat Light. 

TOMS RIVER, N. J., Nov. 25.—The 
wrecks of four barges lie along the coast 
in the vicinity of the Barnegat Light, and 
two of the men who were on them have 
been drowned. 

The barges came ashore during the storm 
and are rapidly pounding to pieces in the 
surf. They are the Grant, Wilmore, Fall 
River, and Whitman, They were bound for 
New York from Philadelphia in tow. They 
broke loose from the tugs and drifted 
ashore, 

Each barge had one man on board. Two 
of the men were saved through their barges 
being driven far enough inshore for the life 
savers to send them a line. The other two 
barges stranded further out and the men 
were washed overboard. This afternoon 
the bodies came ashore, and were interred 
at once. The names of the men are not 
known. Descriptions of them were taken 
by the life savers, so that if identified or 
sent for the bodies can be readily recovered. 


DAMAGE GRE AT AT STAMFORD. 


Aggregates Over $100, 000—J. D. Crim- 
mins’s Summer Place Suffers, 


Special to The New York Times. 


STAMFORD, Conn., Nov. 25.—Investiga- 
tions made to-day show that the damage 
done in this vicinity by Saturday night's 
heavy wind and phenomenal tide is consid- 
erably above $100,000. 

Shippen’s Point, on the east side, is a 
mass of wreckage. At Sound Beach sea- 


walls have been torn down, highways 
washed awaly, and the foundations of some 
buildings demolished. The damage there 
alone is estimated by some residents at 
about $100,000. At Collender’s Point the 
dock stables and lawns ‘of the handsome 
Summer homes of John D. Crimmins and 
Edwin D. Trowbridge of New York are 
washed away and damaged to the extent 
of several thousands of dollars. Two of 
Mr. Trowbridge’s employes were caught in 
the cellar stables by the incoming tide and 
almost drowned. The tide was the heav- 
jest ever seen: here. 


STORM AT MARTHA’S VINEYARD. 


Railway Shed Destroyed and Schoon- 
ers in the Harbor Stranded. 
VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Nov. 
Cut off from communication with the main- 
land for twenty-four hours, the people of 
Martha’s Vineyard experienced during Sat- 
urday night and Sunday the heaviest north- 
east gale since November, 1898. Both on 
shore and in the harbor considerable dam- 
age was done, although, as few vessels 
were anchored here, the loss to shipping 
was not as great as it would have been 
with a full harbor. 
The main damage on shore was the de- 
struction of the new car shed, which had 


just been completed for the Martha’s Vine- 
yard Electric Car Company, at the head of 
the harbor. Telephone and telegraph wires 
and poles were prostrated all over the isl- 
and. The British schooner Viola, Capt. 
Bard, bound from Port Johnson for St. 
John with coal, parted a chain and dragged

| into’ shoal water, where she pounded heav- 


ily and filled. The schooner Helen G. King, 
Cape. De Young, from Perth Amboy for 
Calais, also parted a chain, dragged into 
shoal water, struck bottom, and leaked 
badly. 


Two Barges Lost in Storm Off Barnegat. 

TAUNTON, Mass., Nov. 25.—The Staples 
Coal Company has received word that the 
barges Grant and Wilmore, in tow of the 


tug Eureka, were lost off Barnegat yester- 
day; also that its barges Fall River and 
Whitman, in tow of the tug Concord, from 
Fall River, Mass., had gone ashore at Long 
Branch. 


Icebergs in Atlantic Liners’ Path. 

ST. JOHN'S, N. F., Nov. 25.—Four large 
icebergs are to-day visible from this port. 
They are drifting south into the track of 
Atlantic shipping. Icebergs have never be- 
fore been known to pass here so late in the 
season. Their presence is consequently all 
the more dangerous to ocean ship masters 


who do not now expect to find icebergs on 
the Grand Banks. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


NORTH WEYMOUTH, Mass., Nov. 25.— 
A fire supposed to have been’ caused by 
spontaneous combustion destroyed the main 
building of the Bradley Fertilizer Works 
here to-day. The loss is estimated at $100,- 
000, with full insurance. The plant is the 
property of the American Agricultural 
Chemical Company. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 25.—Luyties Brothers’ 
wholesale and retail grocery was burned to- 
day, entailing a loss of $75,000, with partial 
insurance. ‘our, young women employes 
were rescued from the fourth story by fire- 
men, who carried them out in an insensible 
condition. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 25.—Jonestown, 
Miss., was practically destroyed by fire 
to-day. Fourteen stores and six residences 
were burned. The total loss will be about 
$75,000, The origin of the fire is not known. 


BEAVER FALLS, Penn., Nov. 25.—Two 
large saddlery stores owned by G. W. 
Schaney, together with an immense stock 
of supplies, as well as many expensive 
buggies and other vehicles, were destroyed 
by fire early to-day. Mr. Schaney, his 
wife, and two small children narrowly es- 
caped with their lives from the second 
story windows. The loss was about $40,000.

‘SHIPWRECKED’ ON ATRAIN 


Newspaper Special in a Raging 
Sea at Morgan; N. J. 


Bundles of Papers Used as Ballast to 
Steady the Stalled Cars—A Brake- 
man’s Predicament. 


Folk along the New Jersey shore from 
Navesink to Point Pleasant who generally 
have their Sunday newpapers on their 
breakfast table did not get them until late 
at night, and some of them not at all, 
because of the hurricane which caught the 
newspaper special train at Morgan, a small 
Station about five miles north of Matawan, 
on the shore of the lower bay, and 
brought terror to the the score or more 
news agents and railroad men whom it 
carried. 

This train is due at Asbury Park soon 
after 6 A. M., but it did not arrive there 
until 8:36 P. M. It carries no passengers 
or mails and makes very fast time. It 
consists of a heavy locomotive, about twen- 
ty freight cars and an old pas- 
senger car in which the newsmen sort the 
papers and tie them into bundles, 
are dropped off at the proper stations as 
the train speeds on, and an express car 
filled with papers. As the train ran out 
on the shore after leaving South Amboy 
all work was suspended for a time, and 
everybody gathered at the windward win- 
dows to see the waves leaping toward the 
cars, often throwing their spray over the 
windows, and then rolling back into the 
darkness, to return again with renewed 
vigor. Soon‘every billow rolled across the 
rails, and at last the tracks became en- 
tirely submerged. 

Only about half a mile remained to the 
foot of the long grade leading up to Mata- 
wan, when there was a snap and a hiss 
and the forward end of the old coach 
dropped about two feet and stopped. This 
was at 5:15 A. M. The rails were out of 
sight, and nothing could be seen from the 
windows except swirling white water. The 


head brakeman was sent forward to find 
out the situation. He sprang down On the 
lee side of the caboose just ahead and dis- 
appeared in the darkness. Presently the 
engine's whistle was heard. Its blasts were 
taken to mean that the man had arrived, 
but the signal could not be made out in the 
howling of the storm. 

‘*Owen’s right after us with forty-nine 
cars, and he'll never see our tail lights,’’ 
was the cry. Several lanterns were hung 
in the rear window of the train as an addi- 


caboose, 


‘Well, we’ re better off than those poor 
devils on the German ship anyway,” said 
one. 

‘**T dunno,’ commented a locomotive en- 

ineer, deadheading it down to see his 
amily. ‘‘ How’s the tide?” 

Reading of the tide table showed that 
high water would not be at Sandy Hook 
for about half an hour and would probably 
rise for an hour or more at that point. At 
this announcement a heavy breaker thun- 
drede across the rear platform of the car. 

“We'll all drown,” cried one man in a 
half scream. 

“Well, Owen won't pile into us, 
sure, said the engineer. 

The water rose steadily, and vivid sheet 
lightning added to the terror of the scene. 
The waves seemed to subside, and instead 
a furious steady rush of water began. Sev- 
eral times the car lurched to leeward in 
disquieting fashion, and the bundles of pa- 
pers were hastily piled up on the other 
side as ballast. Logs, ties, and other 
driftwood crashed against the steps and 
wheels, rendering progress impossible had 
the road been clear. 

Daylight showed the train to have part- 
ed into three sections, with the locomotive 
about 100 yards ahead of the rest. The 
ag brakeman had not reached the engine. 
He was seen from the caboose hanging to 
the side of the third car ahead, unable to 
move either way. At last, after about four 
hours of semi-submersion, he made a quick 
move and crawled into the freight car into 
comparative safety. Slowly the tide went 
out. A flock of wild geese settled within 
pistol shot of the helpless train, the great 
birds tired out with fighting the storm. 

Suddenly the wind subsided, and at 11 
o'clock the engineer and three other men 
from the beleaguered train waded to the 
rising grade over tracks bent and twisted 
in serpentine shapes that would not have 
borne a handcar. They tramped on to 
Matawan and found that word of their 
predicament had reached there, and that a 
train that had started for New York was 
about to put back. It carried them to their 
destination eight hours behind their regu- 
lar time. 

“‘T’ve had many queer experiences,’ said 
the engineer, as he settled himself on a 
barrel in the warm and dry express car, 
‘but I never expected to be shipwrecked 
on a railroad train.’’

PARENTS OF SCHOOL 
CHILDREN ALARMED 


Feared Infection from a Consump- 
tive Pupil. 


One Child Withdrawn from the School 
and Parents of Others Protest— 
Powers of the Health Board 
in Such Cases. 


An alleged consumptive child has been 
the cause of some alarm among the pa- 


| rents of children attending Public School 


No. 108, at Arlington Avenue and Linwood 
Street, in the East New York section of 
Brooklyn. 

Recently a little girl attending one of the 
classes in the school informed her parents 
that the girl who shared her seat with her 
in school was a consumptive. The parents 
of the first-mentioned girl became alarmed 
at this, and the father made some inquiries, 
which satisfied him that what his daughter 
had reported was true. Fearing that his 


own child would contract the disease, he 
on" her to withdraw from the class, it is 
said. 

In a short time the matter became com- 
mon knowledge about the neighborhood, 
and the parents of other children attending 
the class in question also became alarmed 
for the safety of their little ones, sitting 
all day in a room with a consumptive child. 
Then the parents of healthy children be- 
gan writing letters protesting against the 
ae of the consumptive pupil in the 
class. 

Yesterday it was reported in the neigh- 
borhood that the sick child had been ex- 
cluded from the school by advice of Dr. 
Frank C. Skinner, the medical attendant 
at the school. It was said that Dr. Skin- 
ner had decided that the presence of a case 
of consumption in a public school was just 
as menacing to the health of the other 
scholars as would be a case of scarlet 
fever or diphtheria. 

Dr. Skinner, who lives at Arlington and 
Van Siclen Avenues, said last night, how- 
ever, that it was not true that he had 
caused the consumptive child to be ex- 
cluded from the school. He did not know 
of his own knowledge that the child really 
had consumption, as she had never been 
brought before him for examination. 

The Principal of the school, the physician 
said, had informed him that it was claimed 
that the pupil was a consumptive and had 
asked him if the child could be excluded for 
that reason. Dr. Skinner had replied that 
if it was proved that the child had con- 
sumption and that it appeared that her 
presence in the school was a detriment to 
the health of the other pupils he believed it 
would be the proper thing to exclude her. 

Dr. R. A. Black, head of the Department 
of Health in Brooklyn, when spoken to last 
night about the case, said he did not recall 
that a child had ever been excluded from 
a public school in Brooklyn because of con- 
sumption. It was within the authority of 
the Health officials, however, he said, to 
exclude such a pupil if it should be found 
that the child’s presence in the school 
was dangerous to the health of the other 
children. 

Dr. Black said that he could not express 
any opinion as to the case of the pupil in 
the East New York school, as it had not 
been officially brought to his attention and 
he was unacquainted with the circum- 
stances. He. had no doubt, he said, that 
Dr. Skinner would do what was proper in 
the matter. 


RAILROAD STRIKERS DEFIANT. 
| New Haven and Hartford Division Men 
Say They Will Stay Out Till 
They Win. 

About 200 New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad strikers held a meeting 
at 444 Willis Avenue last night. They ap- 
pointed a new Chairman, M. D. Ryan, and 
named Robert St. Clair and K. Gebhardt 
as a Press Committee. The meeting, which 
was a secret one, lasted two and one half 
hours. Among those present were Leonard 
Ames, the First Vice President of the 

Brotherhood of Switchmen. 

After the meeting the following state- 
ment was made on behalf of the strikers. 

‘Despite the statements of officials of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Road, the strike is not yet over by any 
means. We are still out, 300 strong, and 
intend to stay out until our demands are 
satisfied."’ 

It was also announced that from a meet- 
ing to be held at 8 o'clock to-morrow night 
some startling developments would result. 


Another statement made was: ‘This is a 
strike of individuals, and not of our or- 
ders or organizations. The grievance is 
purely local.’ 

The strikers asserted that to-morrow 
morning the New Haven yards will be tied 
up tighter than on the second day of the 
strike. They said that there were only 
75 men at work yesterday where there 
should have been 300, and that these men 
were dissatisfied. 

No schedule freights are being run and 
have not been for over a week. Only 
‘extras ’’ and pick-ups are sent out. Diffi- 
culty was found yesterday in securing 
crews for even these trains. Many of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen who 
went back to work Sunday upon the direc- 
tion of Grand Master P. H. Morrissey of 
Cleveland have gone back to the strikers. 

In the yards yesterday trains were being 
moved, but by green hands. Two cars 
were ditched during the day and one man 
was hurt. Two milk train crews left their 
trains and joined the strikers. 

. W. Wordrop, Superintendent § of 
Freight Terminals, in charge of the Harlem 
River yards, refused to see a NEW YORK 
Times reporter yesterday. He sent out 
word that he had no time to discuss the 
strike, declaring that,it was over, and that 
there was nothing to discuss. 

Two hundred and fifty of the strikers 
attended the funeral of Harry Williams, at 
761 East One Hundred and Forty-second 
Strect, in a body. He was discharged by 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Company a short time ago. Saturday 
night he was run_ over and killed in_the 
West Sixty-fifth Street yard of the New 
York Central, where he afterward secured 
employment. 

The strikers have arrenged a big enter- 
tainment and ball for the benefit of their 
fund, to be held Friday evening at Miller’s 
Volks Casino, at One Hundred and Fifty- 
fourth Strect and Third Avenue. 








MRS. CHARTRAND SEES HER BOYS. 


They Visit Their Mother, Who 
Charged with Killing Her Husband. 


Mrs. Vincedora Chartrand, who is in the 
Hudson County Jail charged with killing 
her husband in Hoboken, received a visit 
from her two young boys recently. The 
boys are in the care of Mrs. Chartrand’s 
mother. They did not realize the situation 
of their mother. The youngest one asked: 

‘Mamma, why don’t you come home?” 
The older said: ‘Papa is dead, and we 
have no one now but grandma since you 
have been away.” 

Mrs. Chartrand was unable to speak for 
some minutes. She embraced the boys and 
said: ‘‘Be good boys, and mind your 
grandma, and God will bless you.’’ She 
was overcome, and was led back to her 
cell. 

It is against the rules of the jail for chil- 
dren to be admitted, and Warden Terence 
Sullivan says that no further exception to 
the rule will be made in Mrs. Chartrand's 
case. Mrs. Chartrand appeared on the 
verge of collapse after their visit.

CREDITORS TAKE ACTION. 


Bankruptcy Petition Filed Against C. E. 
Mackey & Co,—Claims Said to Ag- 
gregate Over $2,000,000. 

A petition in involuntary bankruptcy was 
filed yesterday against C. E. Mackey & 
Co. This is the firm of stock brokers which 
did business as the Mackey Investment 
Company at 82 Broadway, and which closed 
its doors last week after operating a “ get- 


rich-quickly ’’ scheme. Ever since the con- 
cern closed its doors in this city and Jersey 
City, where it has operated a branch office, 
its creditors all over the country have been 
clamoring for their money. 

The creditors represented in the petition 
were Phares S. Moore, with claims of $14,- 
000; Michael H. Moore, for $12,000, and 
Barbara S. Moore, $1,200. All of the claims 
were for money loaned, and were alleged to 
have been incurred between Oct, 1 and Novy. 
20 of the present year. 

The Directors of the company as named 
in the petition are Clayre Mackey, Edward 
M. Simond, Charles W. King, Le Grand 
Bouker, Stephen C. Smith, William A. 
Longfield, and Charles W. Clark. 

The offices of the company were found 
closed yesterday afternoon, and the janitor 
of the building informed a reporter that 
none of the firm members or its employes 
had been there since last Thursday. The 
petition alleges that the company trans- 
ferred a large amount of its property on 
Nov. 20 to preferred creditors with the in- 
tent of defrauding other creditors of the 
concern. The claims of investors against 
the Mackey Investment Company are said 
to amount to more than $2,000,000. 


DOMESTIC’S SUIT DISMISSED. 


Needle Broke Off in Her Hand and She 
Asked for $1,000 Damages. 


A peculiar damage suit, brought by Miss 
Bessie Crosson, a domestic, against An- 
drew W. Bell, has been dismissed by Justice 
Wilmot M. Smith, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn. Miss Crosson sued to recover 
$1,000 for injuries to one of her hands. 

She alleged that her hand was pricked by 
a needle which had been left in a shirt- 
waist put into the family wash by a 
daughter of Mr. Bell. Miss Crosson al- 
leged that the needle broke off in her hand, 
and that she was ebliged to submit to an 
eperation for its removal.

BICYCLE RECORD BY FRANK 


Relay Race Causes Lively Enthusiasm 
and Keen Competition by 
Schoolboy Runners. 


Fourteen regular contests and one exhibi- 
tion event comprised the athletic games de- 
cided last night in the Twenty-second Regi- 
ment Armory, at Columbus Avenue and 
Sixty-seventh Street, under the auspices of 
the Regimental Athletic Assoctation. They 
were all closed events, interest centring in 
the points secured by each company. The 
former holder of the athletic trophy, Com- 
pany I, won the trophy for the third time, 
earned 35 points, and won by a big margin. 
Company A was second, with 19; Company 
F next, with 16, and Company H, fourth, 
with 14. 

Only one regimental record was broken, 
but that will probably not stand, as it was 
done in the single exhibition event, a one- 
mile bicycle run by W. G. Frank.

In the 70-yard dash W. H. Edwards, the 
scratch man, did 0:07 4-5, within one-fifth 
of a second of the record, which has stood 
since 1893. The two-mile bicycle race 
aroused much enthusiasm, and when W. E. 
Mosher, the scratch man, jumped to the 
lead in the final lap, a mighty shout went 
up. F. Kieber of Company C, pushed him 
hard, but Mosher spurted well and won by 
a few yards, in the good time of 5:15 1-5. 

The inter-scholastic and inter-company 
relay races called forth loud applause from 
the friends of the different runners as they 
raced around the circle. Four schools en- 
tered teams of four in the former avent, 
these being Peter Cooper, Woodbridge, Xa- 
vier College Preparatory, and Boys’ High 
School of Brooklyn. The latter won by a 
g00d margin. This was an eight-lap race, 
each lad going twice around the track. H. 
McQuade of the Xavier School led barely 
by an inch at the end of the first two laps, 
but the Xavier boys were unable to keep 
the pace, and the silver cup and medals of- 
fered by the regiment went to the Brooklyn 
runners.

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NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Retirement of Northern Pacific Pre- 
ferred Stock—Union Pacific and St. 
Joseph and Grand Island. 


The formal terms for the retirement of 
the Northern Pacific preferred stock were 
made public yesterday in a circular ad- 
dressed to the limited number of Northern 
Pacific common stockholders by the Sec- 
retary of the company, George H. Earl. 
The circular reads in part as follows: 

Every holder of the common stock of the North- 
ern Pacific Railway registered as such at the 
closing of the transfer books on Tuesday, Dec. 
10, 1901, is offered the opportunity to purchase at 
par, to an amount equal to seventy-five-eight- 
ieths of the par amount of the common stock 
held by him at the closing of the transfer books 
on said date, convertible certificates of indebted- 
ness of the Northern Pacific Railway Company, 
part of a total issue for $75,000,000 authorized 
y the Directors. 

Such convertible certificates are to be payable 
on Jan.“1, 1907, in gold and to bear interest at 
the rate of 4 per cent. per annum from Jan. 1, 
1902, payable semi-annually. Every such cer- 
tiflcate shall be convertible into shares of the 
common stock of the Northern Pacific Railway 
Company at the rate of one share of $100 par 
value for each $100 of the principal of such con- 
vertible certificate remaining unpaid at the date 
of such conversion, and upon surrender to it of 
any such convertible certificate in the railway 
company will issue to the holder of such sur- 
rendered convertible certificate shares of its 
common stock. Such conversion may be made by 
the Northern Pacific Railway Company at its 
option at any time after Nov. 15, 1901, and shall 
be made at the demand of any holder of any 
ovee certificate at any time on or after Jan. 1, 


Such convertible certificates shallgbe in denom- 
inations each of $1,000 or some multiple thereof. 
For any fractional interest to which any common 
stockholder may be entitled under this offer there 
will be issued scrip representing such fractional 
interest redeemable in convertible certificates 
when presented in even equivalents. 

All of the moneys received for such convertible 
certificates will be specifically appropriated and 
used exclusively for the retirement of the pre- 
ferred stock of the Northern Paciffe Ratlway 
Company at par, and will be set apart as a trust 
fund for such purpose. The railway company 
has contracted to sell and deliver to other parties 
on the same terms all of said issue of convertible 
certificates of indebtedness except such as shall 
be purchased by the holders of the common stock. 

Nothing is said in this circular of the 
offer of the Northern Securities Company 
to buy Northern Pacific common stock at 
115, and it is understood that this offer 
will be the subject of another circular, 
although a large majority of this stock 
has already been deposited with the North- 
ern Securities Company. 

So far as could be learned yesterday nei- 
ther Mr. Harriman nor Mr. Hill nor any 
of the other Directors who are on more 
than one board at the same time have as 
yet resigned, and it has not yet been defi- 
nitely settled that such action will be 
taken. 

Western advices received in the finan- 
cial district yesterday state that John C. 
Stubbs, the Traffic Director of the Union 
Pacific system, has notified the St. Jo- 
seph and Grand Island that a traffic agree- 
ment between the two lines, which is of 
old standing, will not be renewed. This 
was considered as the first indication of 
what the new combination of railroads will 
do in the way of directing the stream of 
traffic. 


FROM BOSTON TO WORCESTER. 


Contracts Aggregating Over $1,500,000 
Awarded for Building Street Rail- 
way Line—Company Elects 
Officers.

The Framingham, outh 
Borough and Marlborough, the Framing- 
ham Union, and the Marlborough Street 
Railways, which have been acquired by 


the new company, will be operated from _ 


power stations already in use, and the com- 
pany will have car barns at Wellesley and 
Vestborough. Application will be made at 
oypce to the Selectmen of Wellesley for a 
ldfation in that town in order to complete 
the line from Boston to Worcester. 


LONG ISLAND CITY TUNNEL. 


Ground for a Station Purchased on Thir- 
ty-third Street, This Borough. 


The Long Island Railroad Company has 
purchased two lots on the north side of 
Thirty-third Street, east of Broadway, to 
be used as a station for its prospective un- 
derground tunnel from Long Island City to 
Manhettan under the East River. 

The lots have a frontage of forty-five 
feet on Thirty-third Street. This, of course, 
would not offer room enough for a ter- 
minal station, but it will be one of the 


main stations of the tunnel road. The sta- ; 


tion will; it is said, be subterranéan, and 
the company will only need a one-story 
building above ground to provide for ele- 
vators. It is, however, the intention to 


build a larger building in order to make 
use of the ground as much as possible. 

The main offices of the road may be 
moved from Long Island City into this 
proposed building, but as the tunnel has 
not been authorized by the Rapid Transit 
Commission, and as it will require two 
years and a half to build it, the railroad 
has not yet considered and decided all the 
details. 


W. K. VANDERBILT’S TRIP.

With President Newman He Inspected 
His Western Lines. 


President Newman of the New York Cen- 
tral returned yesterday from an extended 
inspection trip over the Western lines of 
the Vanderbilt system. He traveled in the 
private car of W. K. Vanderbilt, who per- 
sonally accompanied Mr. Newman. The 
Presidents and General Managers of the 
various Vanderbilt lines also took part in 
the trip. . 

Whether this trip had any connection 
with the rumored rearrangement off New 
York Central finances in the way of in- 
creased dividends or distribution of the 
Lake Shore’s profits could not be learned. 
Mr. Newman declared he knew nothing of 
such plans. New York Central sold at 
174% yesterday, having risen continuously 
for the last three weeks. 


READING TO RETIRE BONDS. 


They Are Seven Per Cents Issued by 
the North Pennsylvania. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 25.—Announce- 
ment was made by Drexel & Co., bankers, 
to-day, that the Reading Company has 
made arrangements with the Drexels and 
Brown Brothers & Co., bankers, for retir- 
ing the North Pennsylvania Railroad $4,- 
500,000 7 per cent. bonds, due Jan. 1, 1903, 
and issuing in lieu thereof a 33-10 per cent. 
bond to run for fifty years. 

The holders of the 7 = cent. bonds are 
to be given an opportunity to make the ex- 
change, and they will receive cash for them 
and the bonds will be retired. This oper- 
ation will save the Reading Company, 
which holds the lease of the North Penn- 
sylvania, in interest $166,500 per annum, 
the difference between the present rate of 
interest and the proposed rate.

SEWARD’S JUSTIFICATION. 

When WILLIAM H. Sewarp thirty-four 
years ago negotiated with Russia the 
treaty for the purchase. of Alaska for 
$7,000,000 he provoked an outburst of 
sarcastic mirth throughout the land. As 
well pay seven millions for the north 
pole, men said; there was nothing in 
Alaska but ice and mountains, some 
seals, and a few tribes of very dirty In- 
dians. No good thing could come out of 
Alaska, white men would not live there, 
trade was out of the question, Secretary 
Bewarv had thrown away our money. 

Years afterward it was admitted that 
the seal herds were worth, perhaps, what 
we had paid for the territory whose 
waters théy inhabit; but. up to the time 
of the Kliondiké gold developments the 
general opinion as to Alaska remained 
unchanged. Although the seal herds are 
on the way to extinction, trade with the 
Territory is now fapidly developing and 
new possibilities continually appear. The 
report of the Secretary of the Interior 
coritains a great deal of interesting mat- 
ter about Alaska. The new Nome gold 
district adds this season $7,000,000 worth 
of the metal to the National wealth. 
The product of the salmon canneries for 
.the year 1900 was valued at $6,000,000, 
and the suggestion is made that salmon 
hatcheries be established by the Govern- 
ment. Silver and platinum have been 
found and there are mountains of iron, 
to which, of course, nobody will pay any 
attention during the continuance of the 
gold fever. Copper mines have been 
opened, and Secretary HircHcock is of 
the opinion that there should be a Com- 
missioner of Mines for Alaska. 

As a business mah, Mr. J. J. Hitu of 
the Great Northérh Railroad may be de- 
scribed as ‘‘an early riser.’ He was 
not slow to see the commercial possibili- 
tiés of Alaska. His Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company has been doing a very 
large business, and found it a good 
stroke of policy a short time ago to buy 
up 4 compéting line. But the traffic is 
80 large, profitable, and promising that 
another competitor is about to enter the 
field. The Alaskan Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, backed by Baltimore capital, has 
just been organized under the laws of 
West Virginia. It is the intention of its 
projectors to rufi two passenger boats 
and sevéral slower boats for freight be- 
tween Tacoma, Seattle, and Skagway. 


This is a pretty good indication that 
capitalists are confident that the inter- 
change of products with Alaska is going 
to be profitable in volume and perma- 
nent in character. 

JEYrvNkRSON was our first expansionist 
on a large scale, and PoLk, with those 
about him, may be called the second. 
SEWARD was the first t6 favor the an- 
nexation of territory not contiguous to’ 
our domain. They were all bitterly criti- 
cised and denounced in their time. They 
have each and all been abundantly justi- 
fied. From these earlier ventures all 
save those who believe this to be a small 
anc shrinking country will expect and 
predict ar equally unmistakable success 
for our recent achievements in expan- 
sion. 


THE CHURCH AND SUNDAY OPENING. 

Last week we commehted upon the fact 
that three preachers had on the previous 
Sunday expressed themselves as strongly 
opposed to the legalized opening of any 
saloons during any hours on Sunday. We 
pointed out to these clergymen that ex- 
perience indicated that the saloons would 


‘in any case be open in the sense of being 


accessible. The only time when they 
were really closed and kept closed was 
for a brief period during the administra- 
tion of the police by Commissioner ROOSE- 
VELT. The revolt of the voters against 
that stringency was undoubtedly one of 
the causes, and, in the opinion of many, 
the chief cause, for the return of Tam- 
many to power in 1897. Since that time 
such saloons as had a “hotel license” 


| have been kept open without legal moles-

tation, while many others, the owners 
of which did not choose, or could not af- 
ford, to pay for that license, were kept 
open by private license from the Police 
Captain or the Tammany district leader. 

It is inconceivable that any well-in- 
formed moralist should approve of the 
condition of things which adds to Sun- 
day drinking official corruption. It is 
gratifying to observe that the churches 
are by no means agreed that the most 
effective measure of temperance reform 
is simply to pretend that there is no 
drinking 6n Sunday, sinee the law does 
not countenance any, and to oppose any 
modification of the law in deference to 
the facts. The fact that is particularly to 
be borne in mind is the fact that the law 
upon this subject does not command the 
assent of a majority of the people in 
many quarters and neighborhoods. 

We yesterday quoted what seemed to 
us the sensible opinion of Dr. PARKHURST 
that the movement for ‘ Sunday open- 
ing ’’ was really a movement for Sunday 
closing; that it was a movement to reg- 
ulate what is now not regulated. And the 
doctor’s epigrammatic statement of the 
case will bear still another repetition: 
“So long as we pretend to be doing 
more than we can do, we shall not suc- 
ceed in doing 80 much as we might do.” 
At least one other clergyman of New 
York, Dr. SAVAGE, took in his pulpit on 
Sunday the ground taken, by the Mayor 
and the District Attorney-elect. And 
what is perhaps the most significant 
symptom of all is the resignation of 
Bishop Doans of Albany from the Pres- 
idency of the Church Temperance Socie- 
ty, upon the express ground that the 
society has decided to oppose any move- 
ment for the modification of the law 
the enforcement of which, and, still 
more, the false pretense of enforcing 
which have wrought such political and 
moral mischief in New York. 

“Tt seems to be conceded,” says the 
Bishop, 


“not only by the people who are most 
experienced in dealing with this .question, 
but by those who are  vsemcae eoncerned in 
the present aspeétt of it: 

‘First, that the absolute prohibition of 
Sunday sales cannot be put into execution; 
secondly, that it leads to underhandedness 
and the corruption of the police; thirdly, 
that there is really no protection to the sa- 
credness of the Lord’s Day, and, fourthly, 
that the operation of the Raines law is ac- 
companied with evils more serious than 
those which it is intended to prevent. 

‘In the present condition of things in the 
City of New York, with an administration 
in whose principles and whose representa- 
tives we all have confidence, I find my- 
self unable to take thé position which the 
Church Temperance Society took the other 
day.”’ 


These are weighty words. It is to be 
hoped they will carry weight, not only 
with the public in general, but with the 
society in particular, of the methods of 
which the Bishop disapproves too much 
to allow it longer the use of his name. 
The saving grace of modesty, and of sub- 
mission to expert authority, is as con- 
spicuously present in his letter as it has 
been .conspicuously absent from the pro- 
cedures of the W. C. T. U., for example, 
both in reference to the excise law in 
this city and in reference to the army 
canteen. It is a gface which saves who- 
ever has it from the reproach of fanati- 
cis, and subjects to that reproach all 
those who, in the treatment of a large 
and complicated problem, civic or mili- 
tary, are without it. Neither the ques- 
tion of the canteen nor the question of 
legalized Sunday opening can be wisely 
or profitably discussed by those who 
think it can be settled by a catchword. 
To settle it wisely there is in either case 
required patient and disinterested inves- 
tigation. And nobody is entitled to an 
opinion upon it who either has not made 
such an investigation or is not willing 
to accept thé conclusions of those who 
have. 


THE GREAT STORM. 

We venture to say that a majority of 
the residents of New York read with as 
much surprise as interest the story of 
the storm of Saturday night and Sunday 
which appeared in our columns of yes- 
terday. The wind which danced along 
the coast from Southern New Jer- 
sey to Cape Cod did not do «4 great 
amount of irreparable damage, and 
the casualties are few; but no storm 
of recent years has been characterized 
by a greater variety of striking and 
picturesque incidents distributed over a 
wider area, or furnished @ story as ex- 
citing. Locally, the damage was incon- 
siderable, but the inconvenience was very 
great. Along the Jersey coast the Sum- 
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mer resorts suffered great damage and 
the changes in the shore configuration 
will cali for a good deal of replacement 
6f iimprovements. The property owner 
who finds some acres of his water front 
carried off and deposited in front of the 
premises of his neighbor who does not 
want it, may deem such arbitrary topo- 
graphical changes unsatisfactory, but the 
proverbial instability of houses and ti- 
tles which are “ foundéd upon the sand” 
has only had a new illustration. One of 
the picturesque results of the storm was 
the opening of a new channel into the 
Shrewsbury River deep enough for the 
river steamers. This cuts the shore rail- 
way system in two and will necessitate 
costly reconstruction. Coney Island was 
devastated; but as this commonty hap- 
pens ‘at least once a year from like 
causes, we may find consolation in the 
thought that before next Summer its at- 
tractions will be restored. 

The efficiency of the life-saving serv- 
ice along the New Jersey coast was dem- 
onstrated by the good work of the Mon- 
mouth Beach station crew in saving the 
men from the German ship Flottbek, 
which went ashore there on Sunday 
night. The value of the marine signal 
service was shown by the information 
communicated to the Campania from 
Nantucket, in consequence of which she 
kept well at sea and suffered no worse 
misfortune than the loss of an anchor 
and chain cable. As her Captain said, 
she “ rolled a bit,” but for the passengers 
it was only an incident of a voyage 
rough throughout. 

Very little that is useful can be learned 
from the experience of this storm. Most 
of the property injured or destroyed was 
where it had to be, and its replacement 
in the same position will be necessary. 
Stability counts for very little when 
water impelled by a wind moving at fifty 
to eighty miles an hour is concerned. 
The substantial sea wall at Fort Schuy- 
ler fared no better than did the board 
walk at Coney Island. Fortunately, 
such storms are infrequent, and we may 
hope that before another comes this way 
that which is of such exciting current in- 
terest will have been forgotten and its 
scars healed. 


FEAR AND FAT. 


Senator Vest shares the general incre- 
dulity about the reciprocity treaties. He 
has no faith whatever in the intentions 
of the Republican Party to remove or 
lower any of the customs duties either 
by reciprocity arrangements or general 
revision. ‘‘Some of them may talk reci- 
procity,” he says, ‘‘ but they mean pro- 
tection all the while. None of them 
would consent to the cutting down the 
protection of any interests'that protest- 
ed against the reduction.” 

Signs are not wanting, in fact they 
may be seen in every part of the politi- 
cal. heavens, that the old compact be- 
tween the Republican Party and the 
protected interests remains unbroken. 
According to the terms of this agreement 
Republican Ways and Méans Commit- 
tees permit manufacturers to write the 
tariff schedules which affect and pro- 
tect their particular business, and in re- 
turn the protected and grateful manu- 
facturers see to it that the campaign 
chest of the party is kept full of current 
funds in subsequent political campaigns. 

The Republican Congress will not 
touch the tariff schedules for fear of of- 
fending the protected interests and cut- 
ting off or diverting the streams of vivi- 
fying revenue. And the favored inter- 
ests will, of course, come down hand- 
somely in the Congressional campaign 
next year. 

It is a case of fear and fat. The Re- 
publicans yield to the one because they 
cannot get along without the other. It 
was PLuMB of Kansas, we believe, who 
was the author of the celebrated phrase, 
“I would like to put some of these East- 
ern men who never do anything for the 
party on the gridiron and fry the fat 
out of them”; and that intensely prac- 
tical declaration became a maxim of 
policy of the Republican Party. 

The bounty-fed interests understand, 
of course, that the abandonment of Pres- 
ident McKINLEY’s policy of commercial 
extension must be paid for next year by 
a copious exudation of fat. , 

What an opportunity for the Demo- 
cratic Party~if the Democratic Party 
were not broken and leaderless, 


MAKING THE X-RAY PRACTICAL. 

That the apparatus combining the 
X-ray tube and the fluoroscope has 
failed to realize the promise of its in- 
ception is dué to the limitations of its 
scope of vision to one dimension. It 
gave only shadows, liable to distortion 
and, especially in surgery, apt to be 
misleading. For years it has been a 
scientific toy of unusual interest and 
coritaining the undeveloped potentiality 
of vast usefulness, but practically useful 
only to a very limited degree. The first 
step in the direction of improvement in 
this apparatus was made by Dr. JaMrs 
McKenzie Davipson, who made photo- 
gfaphic negatives of X-ray shadows 
from two points of view and used the 
Wheatstone steréoscope to combine them 
and get the effect of perspective. Subse- 
quently he applied to the fluoroscope a 
method of obtaining stereoscopic effects 
for the magié lantern or stereopticon. 
By this method two pictures were alter- 
nately thrown upon the screen, the alter- 
hations being very rapid; and a shutter 
was interposed between the observer and 
the screén, so that he could see one 
picture with one eye and the other pict- 
uré with the other eye. With a suffi- 
cient rapidity of alternation the change 
of pictures was not observed and the 
image was seen with the stereoptic effect 
of roundness and relief. ; 

On. this ‘basis a very interesting and 
promising series of experiments have 
been built up, which are rapidly tending 
to make the X-ray apparatus a most 
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useful adjunct not only in surgery, but 
in a vast range of scientific researches 
demanding introspection into masses of 
matter which cannét be subdivided for 
examination. It is extremely useful at 
times to know what is inside of objects 
which it would be impossible to cut open 
or otherwise subdivide, and that the 
X-ray apparatus has thus far beeh able 
to render but limited assistance in such 
investigations has disappointed many 
hopes which were called into being by 
its discovery. What has already been 
done warrants the hope that what still 
remains to adapt. the device to the erst- 
while miracle of seeing the invisible is 
not impossible of accomplishment. In 
the most’ perfect form yet evolved, two 
sources of X radiations are obtained by 
passing a high potential alternating dis- 
charge through a double-focus tube with 
its anti-cathodes about three inches 
apart. In operation, the source of the X 
radiation in the tube is changed with 
inconceivable rapidity from one anti- 
cathode to the other, with the change in 
the direction of the alternating current 
supplied to the induction coil. This gives 
a shadow which is quite different from 
the hazy silhouette of the single tube. 
The fluoroscope used with this apparatus 
is provided with a rotary shutter which 
permits only one eye at a time to see 
the screen. The rapid succession of im- 
ages thus. presented to the vision pro- 
duces an impression very much like that 
of normal binocular vision, showing not 
only the shape but the space relations 
of the objects examined. 

In this way the surgical value of the 
X ray is immensely increased. Its lim- 
itations in other directions are found in 
the fact that no method has yet been de- 
vised of arbitrarily varying the trans- 
parency or opaqueness of matter, so 
that the observer may see what he wants 
to see and not what the ray is pleased to 
reveal to him. Perhaps this will ulti- 
mately be found in the improvement of 
the fiuoroscope. It is extremely proba- 
ble that the rays which pass through 
different kinds of transparent matter 
are somewhat differentiated by such 
passage, and that when the right kind 
of screens are provided such rays will 
be found to have differing values or 
properties which will permit them to 
be separated. If this is possible, it will 
greatly facilitate customs inquests and 
many other investigations which are now 
impossible unless the objects examined 
are taken to pieces. This is a very in- 
teresting and promising field of experi- 
ment and one which will repay thorough 
exploitation. 


THE “JURY OF THE VICINAGE.” 

It seems very curious that a New York 
Captain of Police should have to be 
taken to Albany to get a fair trial. For 
ourselves, we have by no means im- 
peached the justice of the decision of 
Judge GIecERICH, which had the ef- 
fect of sending Capt. DIAMOND there. On 
the contrary, we believe it to be just. 
The conviction of BtssmrtT, the learned 
Judge observed, was equivalent, in the 
minds of New Yorkers, to the conviction 
of DIAMOND, whose agent BISSERT was. 
And, by extension, although we believe 
the learned Judge did not go so far as 
that, the people of the city were prepared 
to believe the worst of a Police Captain 
arraigned for neglect of duty. This ex- 
tension has received a greater plausibili- 
ty since election, although the decision 
was rendered before. And in any case, 
the decision that a New York Police Cap- 
tain, or this New York Police Captain, 
could not get a fair trial at home was 
of great political significance. 

For the trial in Albany of a New York 
official, though doubtless both legal and 
equitable, is quite contrary to the origi- 
nal purpose of trial by jury. The essence 
of the institution was that a case should 
be tried by those who knew both accuser 
and culprit, and would weigh their sev- 
eral contentions accordingly. The regu- 
lar answer of the defendant to an indict- 
ment, when he was asked how he would 
like to be tried, was, ‘‘By Gop and my 
country.’ According to the legal anti- 
quarians this meant merely “ By Gop 
and my neighbors.’’ When the defendant 
elects to be tried abroad, and by strang- 
ers instead of neighbors, the presump- 
tion against him is perhaps not less 
strong, although on different grounds, 
from any that his neighbors might have 
formed from actual observation or 
from ‘the speech of people.” It is not 
to be supposed that any one of the twelve 
Albanians, of whom nine are farmers, 
who are impaneled to try Capt. Dra- 
MOND, have any clear notion beforehand 
of what offense he is accused. Their 
minds are presumably quite blank in re- 
lation to the misconduct charged by ru- 
mor, not only against him in particular, 
but also against New York Police Cap- 
tains in general. And there is, happily, 
no reason to doubt that he will get an 
absolutely fair trial. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—~Few. things are less valued than 
newspapers not of the current date—unless 
they happen to bear a date that is very far 
from current. In that case they have a 
curious interest and no little worth. Just 
when a newspaper, after having served its 
first purpose of giving news, turns from 
wasté material rather hard to get rid of, 
and therefore more or less of a nuisance, 
into a treasure prized by historians and so- 
ciologists is a question not easy to decide, 
but there is no doubt that the mysterious 
change has taken place in certain copies of 
that little-known New York Times which 
was published in this city several years be- 
fore the present New York TIMES was 
started. These copies, well bound and in 
excellent preservation, we have received as 
a gift from Mr. GiLspprRT E. Jones, son. of 
the founder of TH= New YorK Times of to- 
day, and to him our sincere thanks are ex- 
tended for a journalistic relic whose value 
is based on something much more tangible 
than mere rarity. The huge volume in- 
cludes the numbers running from May 16, 
1884—which was No. 6 of Vol. I.— to June 4, 
1886. These old papers are printed with a 
clearness somewhat unusual at that period, 
and though the facilities for getting infor- 


mation were small, the editors of the day 
managed to get a good deal of it, and they 
used what they secured with intelligent ap- 
preciation. That communication was slow 
is illustrated by the fact that on June 4, 
1834, The New York Times “turned its 
rulés”’ for LAFAYETTE, news of whose 
death on May 20 it had received the day 
before, per packet ship Silas Richards, 
Capt. Bursuey, from Liverpool May 24. 
The editors and proprietors of the paper 
were W. HOLLAND and BE. SANFORD, and 
with them, later, was associated EDGAR 
W. Davigs. Bound into the volume with 
these copies of The Times are a few num- 
bers of an older paper, The New York 
Standard, running from Aug. 28, 1833, to 
May 11, 1834. The Standard had a motto— 
“Pulchrum est bene facere republicae, 
etiam bene dicere haud absurdum est.” 
Perhaps that means “ All the News That's 
Fit to Print.’’ 


—Much light on the way in which myths 
are perpetuated, and in which beliefs get 
along, even among intelligent and educated 
people, without a single fact for basis, was 
cast by a letter which we published on 
Sunday. The writer, a civil engineer gradu- 
ated from an Eastern college, gave a truly 
afmazing account of how his incredulity in 
regard to ‘‘ water finding’’ by means of 
forked twigs was, if not removed, at least 
shaken by something that he once saw 
a little girl do out in Idaho. She took a 
forked twig—of willow, which was utterly 
unorthodox—and held it in the traditional 
manner while she walked about in the 
sage brush. After a while the twig began 
to bend over, and did so “‘ with such force 
that it twisted the girl's forearm around.” 
Later she was blindfolded, went to the 
same spot, and again pointed downward 
with her twig. That is all, except that 
the child’s father said he was going to dig 
for water there, and that no other mem- 
ber of his family possessed this ‘‘ power.” 
Whether water existed at the spot indicated 
the engineer did not wait to see, and yet 
he was much impressed, has remembered 
the incident for five years, and very grave- 
ly asks: ‘*‘ What caused the twig to turn 
down?’’ He had not, far as We can 
see from his narrative, the slightest rea- 
son to doubt that the cause was—the child. 
That explanation, of course, involves the 
child in deception, but possibly enough it 
was only self-deception. As for the blind- 
folding, that means very little. Surely it 
is easier to believe that the twig was 
turned by muscular force than that it was 
affected by a distant substance between 
which and it there is no known attrac- 
tion. The mystical has its fascination for 
us all, but it is well to exercise just a 
little discrimination in the judgment of 
evidence, and sd@ avoid falling into ab- 
surdity—and the Society for Psychical Re- 
search.

FATHER HENDRICK OF ROCHESTER 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article which appeared in the edi- 
torial columns of your paper, under the 
caption ‘‘A Yellow Clergyman,” in refer- 
ence to a paper which the writer read at 
the Conference of Charities and Correction, 
was written, I think, in all justice to your 
paper, by one who has never seen the paper 
there criticised. 

I am certainly not averse to criticism 
based upon the article, and 1 may say that 
the article was written with an expectation 
that it would be freely criticised. That it 
was not freely criticised was, I think, due 
to the fact that it was read an hour after 
the time allotted for it, and when the mem- 
bers of the conference were anxious” to 
close the meeting. Your editorial was. 
written not to my article, but to a short 
extract taken from the context, and in- 
complete. I therefore ask the publication 
of the following, which fully covers the 
section of the paper from which the ex- 
tract was taken: 


‘It is, 1 think, a fact that we need not 
pause to establish, but may take for grant- 
ed, that the number of old people who are 
homeless is, relatively to the whole popula- 
tion, constantly increasing. Many have 
means of one kind or another for their 
support, many more have none, many are 
more or less educated, a few are illiterate. 
The vicious bring with them to their last 
years the repuisive features of their 
character, made more and more prominent 
as the charms of their youth pass away. 
The virtuous, the gentle by nature and by 
development, increase in charms as years 
refine out the animal and increase the 
spiritual. The endless variations in charac- 
ter suggest that the old cannot be con- 
sidered in mass, and that for convenience 
of treatment we must at least group them 
into classes. 

‘Tt is not a normal condition of society 
which has homeless old people, as a feat- 
ure, growing more and more conspicuous. 
The social unit is the family, and in the 
normal family there is provision for all, 
grandfather and grandmother, parents, 
children, and grandchildren, and plenty of 
room for each, so that there are no home- 
less children and no homeless grandparents. 
As one conspicuous feature of modern so- 
ciety is the great number of homeless 
aged, a still more notable mark is the de- 
crease of family life. One accounts for 
the other. Where there are no children 
there is no family, and where there is no 
family there is no chimney corner for the 
ged; there are no grandfathers or grand- 
nothers because there are no fathers or 
mothers. 

“ Let us go a step further back and in- 
quire of our experience why there are not 
tathers and mothers as plenty as of yore, 
say, for convenience and modesty’s sake, a 
century ago. The answer is that the stand- 
ards have changed. The members of so- 
ciety have, in a very large measure differ- 
ent ideals and consequently pursuits, from 
the simple-minded persons who fought for 
American independence. Vital energy is 
spent in far different causes than per- 
petuating the human race. This is one of 
the chief causes of the increase of the de- 

Cs aged. Some one said to me that 

r. S. Weir Mitchell said: ‘Show me the 
honor graduate of a woman's college and 
I will show you a woman wrecked mentally 
and physically.’ Whether he said it or not 
is immaterial, for it is a very clearly estab- 
lished law that the more a woman is edu- 
cated the fewer chances she has for being 
a mother. A woman Ph. D. has about ten 
to one less chances of eens 4 married, and, 
if married, of being a mother than if she 
were a Digger Indian. My hearers will 
bear ever in mind that I am not here to 
draw moral conclusions, but to account for 
the old people who are homeless. The de- 
velopment of the intellectual is admirable; 
its abuse defeats its very purpose. 

‘‘ As @ person who devotes his life to the 
intellectual is one who is distinctively 
manly, so the person who devotes his life 
to the pursuits of pleasure is distinctively 
bestial, and as one may defeat the har- 
monious development of his personality by 
abnormal devotion to intellectual pursuits, 
so excessive devotion to the satisfaction 
of animal instincts prevents the proper un- 
folding of lif¢, the symmetrical ripening of 
glorious humA&nity. 

‘“*Where one sins against nature by ex- 
cessive following of the intellectual a hun- 
dred sin by degradation and lust. Both 
classes aré offenders, and both classes are 
chief contributors to the masses of the 
homeless aged. i 

‘More and more than ever before does 
the young bride go to the altar with the 
distinct purpose never to become a mother, | 

ut, on the contrary to devote herself to a | 
life of lust and pleasure, even more in- 
consistent with the perpetuation of society 


than the life of her less charming and less 


guilty sister of the pavement. 

“There is the decfease of marriage as 
a contributory influence. The old bachelor! 
Has anybody a good word to say of him? 
What excuse has he for living? Yet he 
has to be counted with the rest. 

‘“*“May some kind muse give sweetness 
and grace to my words as I introduce 
everybody’s friend, the old maid—pardon 
me, the bachelor girl. The chief indict- 
ment against the old bachelor, the chief 
réason that makes him so unreasonably, 
so inexcusably, and so offensively super- 
rluous, is that he did not marry everybody's 
sister, and aunty, and cousin. he old maid, 
it is she who looks after mother when she 
is torn by sickness, closes her eyes in 
death, always the unrivaled sweetheart of 
the children, the good angel of the poor, 
the sick, and thé distressed of every kind, 
everybody’s critic and everybody's friend. 
Is it not a pity that she should ever grow 
old? Yet she swells the army of the home- 
less aged.”’ 


Concerning the above you say: “ This is 
not a pleasing picture of the American 
home, as it is intended to be.’’ No, it is 
not pleasing. It is not pleasing to the sur- 
geon, still less to the patient, that a pus 
sac is discovered in a surgical case. Yet it 
is better to know that the pus sac is there, 
and better that it be laid open and the 
source of poison removed. 

You say: ‘‘ There cannot have been one 
of the reverend gentleman’s hearers, as 
there is not one of his readers who does 
not know that the picture is no more true 
than it is pleasing.’’ It would be too much 
to expect that my readers and hearers 
should know more than the editor of THE 


TIMES, and yet the picture is true, though 
not pleasing. 

You say: ‘ The observation and experi- 
ence of every educated man and every edu- 
cated woman suffice to overwhelm and 
refute him.’’ While I do not claim to know 
the results of the observation and experi- 
ence of every educated man and every edu- 
cated woman, yet my article was based on 
the observation and experience of educated 
persons who have made a special study of 
the subject here treated. hoped that a 
free discussion would bring this testimony 
to the front at that meeting. I will be 
glad and willing to publish it in the col- 
umns of THE Times if the editor would 
permit. 

The object of this paper is not to publish 
the facts as recorded by professional ex- 
perts, which would make good my state- 
ments, but to correctly represent myself. 

[ may summarize the section of my paper 
which your editorial criticises as follows: 

First, excessive devotion to intellectual 
pursuits in childhood and young woman- 
hood may result in nervous deorganization, 
and consequently in an incomplete and 
anaemic development. This I characterize 
as a sin. 

Secondly, excessive devotion to the intel- 
lectual in childhood and in young woman- 
hood, though not resulting always in nerv- 
ous collapse, often does wean one’s ideals 
away from the domestic hearth. Though 
this cannot be called a sin, it swells the 
army of the homeless aged. 

You say: ‘‘To accuse educated women 
as such of a tendency to devote them- 
selves to a life of lust and pleasure is about 
as sensational an assertion as we can im- 
agine.’’ My paper makes no such accusa- 
tion. Your editorial agrees with me that 
there is ‘‘an aversion to the burdens and 
blessings of maternity.’’ This aversion has 
nearly depopulated our land of elements 
formerly conspicuous in the history of the 
eountry. 

I conclude with the judgment that as 
your editor has not hitherto read my paper, 
so he has not read the literature which the 
medical journals and publications contain 
treating of the statements made in my pa- 

er. I certainly have no great respect for 
**vellow clergymen ’’ or for ‘‘ yellow journ- 
alists,’”’ nor for ** yellow editorials,’’ least of 
all when they seek to masquerade as re- 
spectable.

PARK AVENUE TONNEL 
ORDINANCE ARGUMENTS 


Its Passage Urged Before Munici- 
pal Council Committee. 


No Legal Reason Why Use of Electrice 
ity Should Not Be Made Compulsory, 
E. P. Wheeler Says. 


The Committee on Railroads of the Mus 
nicipal Council listened yesterday to argu- 
ments why the local Legislature should 
pass the ordinance offered by President 
Guggenheimer compelling the New York 
Central and allied railroad companies to 
install electric power for the propulsion of 
cars through the tunnel fram Forty-second 
Street to the Harlem River. The authority 
for this proposed ordinance was the agree- 
ment made between the City of New York 


and the New York and Harlem Railroad on 
Jan. 9, 1832. 


The Council chamber was crowded with 
residents of Park Avenue and the Bronx 
district, who appeared to favor the ordi- 
nance. Among those present were Everett 
P. Wheeler, who appeared for a number of 
property owners on Park Avenue; James 
L. Wells, W. W. Niles, Col. William Kipp, 
Charles T. Barney, President Miles M. 
O’Brien of the Board of Education, and As- 


sistant Engineer Rice of the Rapid Transit 
Commission. 


Everett P. Wheeler was the first speak- 
er. He said that there are now 473 trains 
using the tunnel every day, whereas a few 
years ago there were so few trains that 
local stations were used in the tunnel at 
Seventy-third and Eighty-sixth Streets. Mr. 
Wheeler spoke of the great increase in 
through trains and the almost intolerable 
nuisance from the use of coal. He told of 
the investigations of the tunnel nuisances 
by the Grand Jury and also the Board of 
Health, and then said: 


“The real part of the difficulty is the 
escape of nauseous gases from the locomo- 


tives and the difficulty will never b

agreement made with the city in 1832 for 
the operation of trains over the New York 
and Harlem Railroad, and he said that in 
his opinion there existed no legal reason 
why the Municipal Assembly should not 
ary bene gr rahe companies to use elec- 
y anc O away with all 
nuisanees. y the tunnel 
e practical side of the question was 
then discussed by Mr. Wheeler. He e 
ferred to — which had been prepared by 
the engineers of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion under the direction of Chief Engineer 
William Barclay Parsons, by which the 
tracks of the rapid transit tunnel would be 
connected with the tracks running into the 
Grand Central Station so that through 
trains could be run from the Battery to 
the Bronx and adjacent points. 

‘““ By this plan,” said Mr. Wheeler, “ the 
side tracks of the tunnel could be used for 
local traffic, and all through trains could 
be run on the middle tracks. The saving 
if this system is adopted to the business 
men of New York who live above the Har- 
lem would be important. Every business 
man using this route would save more than 
twenty minutes every day. This plan is 
feasible and has been worked out by the 
engineers of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Wheeler referred to the rapid strides 
which were te made in electric traction 
all over the world, and he said that if the 
railroad companies were not forced to take 
action to abate the nuisances they would 
put off the matter indefinitely. 

James L. Wells, the Fusion candidate for 
President of the Borough of the Bronx, 
was the next speaker. Mr. Wells referred 
to the efforts which have been made dur- 
ing the past twnty years to force the New 
York Central Railroad to give the people 
of Harlem and the Bronx rapid. transit. 

“The people who have to put up every 
day with the disadvantages of traveling 
know more about the needs of the road 
than the Directors themselves,”’ said he. 
“If you pass this ordinance and it is en- 
forced it will benefit every piece of prop- 
erty above Forty-second Street. Nothing 
has been done in the last thirty years to 
better and develop the facilities of travel 
for the people of this city who live above 
Forty-second Street. In fact, the facilities 
have been curtailed, and the railroad offi- 
cials have favored the through train traf- 
fic. If you pass this ordinance you will 
add greatly to the taxable value of the 
City of New York.” 

Lawyer Ira E. Place appeared for the 
New York Central Railroad. and he said 
that Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Wells had ap- 
peared before the Grand Jury in favor of a 
certain plan to remedy the conditions in 
the tunnel, and now they were favoring 
another plan, ‘“‘ another panacea for rem- 
edying all the alleged evils of tunnel travel. 

“When,” he continued, “a gentleman 
states here that there has not been an Im- 
provement made by this railroad in thirty 
years—”’ , 

‘““You misquote me,’ cut in Mr. Wells. 
“T made no such statement.”’ 

Chairman Oakley said that a chance 
would be given to answer all statements 
made by the lawyer for the railroad. 

Lawyer Place discussed the legal aspect 
of the matter and said that the sole-power 
to change the method of running trains 
through the tunnel was lodged in the Leg- 
islature, and that the Legislature pre- 
seribed that steam should be used to run 
the road. Mr. Place said that there was no 
electric company in the world which could 
carry out the ordinance, and no electrical 
engineer had come forward to offer to 
carry out any such plan. 

“Have you made any requests?” asked 
Chairman Oakley. ’ 

“Yes,” was the reply, ‘and I wish to 
state that the company is more vitally in- 
terested in this matter than any one else. 
We are looking into this method of opera- 
tion.’”’ 

Mr. Wells then answered Lawyer Place 
and said that the Borough of the Bronx 
had grown not with the growth of local. 
service on the New York Central Railroad, 
but in spite of the railroad company. The 
service for people of the Harlem and Bronx 
district was better twenty years ago than 
it was to-day, he declared, and only a few 
years ago many through trains stopped at 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street 
station, which was now used for local 
trains only. Mr. Wells said that for one 
hour and sometimes two hours during the 
daytimé there was no train running,out of 
the Central Station to accommodate local 
travelers, and this was not “ rapid transit,” 
but no transit at all. 

The hearing was then adjourned,:’

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THE THEATRES LAST NIGHT 


“The Unwelcome ‘Mrs. Hatch” 
Brought Out at the Manhattan. 


MRS. FISKE IN A NEW PART 


Mrs. Burton Harrison’s New Play Pro- 
duced—A Large Audience Ap- 
plauds the Performance. 


At the Manhattan Theatre last night the 
second production was made under the 
management of Harrison Grey Fiske. The 
play offered for public delectation and re- 
flection was “‘ The Unwelcome Mrs. Hatch,” 
described on the house bills as “an every- 
day drama,” by Mrs. Burton Harrison. 
The four acts of this play were watched 
with close attention by a considerate audi- 
ence, and the efforts of the actors and 
actresses were encouraged by the custom- 
ary demonstrations. At the end of the 
third act, when the dramatist was gener- 
ous in providing material of a stirring sort, 
the assembly rose beyond the level of mere 
kindness in its expression of approval and 
became really enthusiastic. But at no other 
time in the course of the evening’s per- 
formance was there evidence of any up- 
heaval of public emotion likely to spread 
itself in seismic waves across the surface of 
society. ‘‘The Unwelcome Mrs. Hatch” 
will be on exhibition for only a short time, 
unless the accepted signs have failed in this 
trying weather. 

That Mrs. Fiske has many admirers is no 
news to the readers of this paper. Possibly 
all of them will go two or three times to 
see the current play at the Manhattan 
Theatre, for it provides a most liberal dis- 
play of the peculiarities of the actress. It 


would be pleasant to add that it disclosed 
substantial reasons why Mrs. Burton Har- 
rison should be accorded a high position 
among American dramatists. Such, how- 
ever, is not the case. There was once— 
nay, there still is—a play called ‘' East 
Lynn,” built upon the solid plans of the 
elder drama and enacted with frequency 
and assiduity in the cities and towns which 
have not yet begun to suffer from the 
weariness of utter sophistication. In New 
York this play confines its activities to the 
regions that lie to the eastward and west- 
ward of Broadway. 

Nevertheless its fundamental material is 
of such lasting value in the theatrical world 
that it has to be recut for’ further use 
about once in every ten years. Whenever 
it is recut it shows itself. in the fashiona- 
ble thoroughfares again for a brief period, 
and then it goes back to the outlying re- 
gions. Theatregoers who are not yet really 
old may recall one of its most successful 
reappearances as ‘‘ Miss Multon,” in which 
form Clara Morris acted the chief sufferer 
with real tears and real medicine bottles at 
the Union Square Theatre. It is of this 
old material recut to suit the taste of 
Broadway in the pallid dawn of the twen- 
tieth century that ‘‘ The Unwelcome Mrs. 
Hatch” is made. Once again the hyster- 
ical,, emotional, unbalanced mother runs 
away with a man, not her husband, be- 
cause husband shows himself to be a little 
lower than the angels. Once again there is 
a sweet child, whom the repentant mother, 
dragging at each remove a lengthening 
past, yearns to see. Once again she enters 
the house (where now reigns a new mis- 
tress) in disguise, sees the child, and suf- 
fers the old, old agonies. Once again she 
confronts Wife No. 2 and expresses her 
opinion of that person in rhetorical lan- 
guage. Once again she is finally reunited 
for a moment to the child, and once again 
she dies. 

And all the time she talks. Mrs. Fiske is 
on the stage from the rising of the curtain 
to the going down thereof, and all the time 
she talks. All the other people in the play 
enter and depart. Mrs. Fiske stays on the 
stage, and the other people give her cues so 
that she can go on talking. The third act 
is the best of the four. In this the two wo- 
men, the new wife and the discarded one, 
meet, and we have a genuine situation. 
Here Mrs. Fiske acted with power, with 
eloquence. with an electrifying effect which 
Was not found in any of her other scenes. 
Here she had her one opportunity tp show 
force, and she showed it. 

But this one scene did not make @ play. 
Neither did Mrs. Fiske acting alone, and 
using all the other members of her com- 
pany to give her openings, make a dra- 
matic entertainment. And the part is one 
that leads Mrs. Fiske into a too generous 
exhibition of her mannerisms, The mem- 
bers of the company did their work fairly 
well, but not one of them had any oppor- 
tunity for distinction. In the language of 
the stage there is only one good part in 
the piece. It is to be hoped that Mrs. 
Fiske’s next venture will be happier, for 
she deserves success. Her aims are artistic 
and her theatre is admirably conducted.

TICKET SPECULATORS LOSE. 


Justice Clarke Upholds the Ordinance 
Preventing Sales on the Side- 
walk Before Theatres. 

The writ of habeas corpus sued out by 
David M. Neuberger on behalf of Isidore 
Hein and Joseph Bower, who were con- 
victed and fined $2 each by Magistrate 
Mayo for selling tickets for the opening 
performance of ‘‘ Miranda of the Balcony,” 


at the Manhattan Theatre, on Sept. 24 last, 


was dismissed by Justice Clarke in the 
er Court yesterday. 

he case was brought as a test case to 
try the validity of the city ordinance thes 
venting licensed speculators from selling 
tickets on the sidewalk in front of the en- 
trance to any place of amusement. It was 
claimed that the defendants had not violat- 
ed the ordinance and that it was unconsti- 
tutional. 

Justice Clarke holds the ordinance to be 
constitutional, and says that all ordinances 
providing for the free passage of the streets 
are illegal if it be so. It is the proper 
exercise of the police power to prevent ob- 
struction under such ordinances, and not 
to permit the sidewalks in front of places 
of amusement to be occupied by specu- 
lators. 

Magistrate Mayo, whom, Justice Clarke 
holds, had jurisdiction in the case, tried the 
defendants and found them guilty, and in 
his opinion the writ must be dismissed and 
the prisoners remanded. 


EVACUATION DAY OBSERVED. 


The Old Guard’s March and the Flag- 
Raising at the Battery—City Hall 
Flag Unfurled Late. 


Evacuation Day, the one hundred and 
eighteenth anniversary of the departure of 
the defeated British from this city, was 
observed yesterday by the Old Guard, who 
held a flag raising in the Battery in the 
afternoon, in accordance with their custom 
of thirty years’ standing. 

Flags were also hoisted at or about sun- 
rise on various spots of patriotic interest 
in the upper part of the city, among them 
Fort Fish, McGown’'s Pass, and the block- 
houses in Central and Morningside Parks, 
by H. D. Gardiner, J. Metcalfe, and T. Un- 
derhill, composing a detail of the Veteran 
Artillery Corps of the Society of the Mili- 
tary Wars of 1812. 

It was 11 o'clock before the Stars and 
Stripes rose over the City Hall. This, it 
was explained, was because Mayor Van 
Aid Ana did not reach his office until that 

our. 

Bad weather robbed even the slight cere- 
monial that was observed of much of its 
impressiveness. The Old Guard, 150 strong, 
came from their armory by Sixth Avenue 
elevated railroad to the Park Place station, 
marching from there to the Battery, gath- 
ering quite a crowd as they proceeded down 
ee They were met at the flagstaff 
by the ighty-third Company of United 
States Coast Artillery, which had come 
over from Governors Island with four 
twelve-pounders, and as Capt. Homan, 
Sergt. Williams, and Corp. Higgins raised 
the flag the field pieces gave a National 
salute of twenty-one guns and the Old 
Zuard Band played ‘The Star-Spangled 
Banner.”’ 

The Old Guard at once took train for 
Twenty-third Street, marching from there 
up Fifth Avenue to their armory, and giv- 
ing a marching salute as they passed the 
residence ot Miss Helen M. Gould, at Forty- 
seventh Street. They held a banquet at 
their armory in the evening. 

Flags were displayed duri the day from 
Fraunces's Tavern and from the Jumel 
Mansion, but were not generally shown 
threughout the city, as was once the cus- 
tom. 


SONS OF THE REVOLUTION. 


Evacuation Day Celebrated with a Meet- 
ing—A Speaker Refers to Mr. Gar- 
diner’s Remark About Reform. 


Evacuation Day was celebrated by the 
Sons of the Revolution with a special meet- 
ing at Delmonico’s last evening. An ad- 
dress upon ‘The Clergy in the Revolu- 
tion’’ was delivered by the Rey. Charles 
Edward Brugler. At the conclusion of the 
meeting the members were served with 
supper. Frederick Talmage, President of 
the society, presided. 

The influence of the clergy during the 
revolution, said the Rey. Mr. Brugler, be- 
gan on Aug. 24, 1792, St. Barnabas Day, 
and from that time on it grew. 

“‘It was the influence of the clergy,” de- 
clared the speaker, ‘‘ that did much to bind 
and hold the colonists together in those 
dark days. They preached the doctrine of 


freedom and taught fhe duty of resistance 
against oppression. 

** Bven in that day the King, in the lan- 
guage of our day, declared that he was 
working for his own pocket all the time. 
When he needed a little money, he simply 
levied taxes. When the talk of war as- 
sumed definite shape it was to the clergy 
that the colonists looked for aid. It was 
to the Presbyterians, the Dutch Reformed 
Church, and the Church of England that 
the people looked for influence.” 

During his remarks the speaker referred 
several times to the causes of the Revolu- 
tionary War, and he also spoke of the sev- 
eral regiments raised py. John Rossberg. 
In this connection he said: 

‘‘The words that have been attributed to 
a former distinguished District Attorney 
in reference to reform are but the echoes of 
a British sentiment toward the efforts of a 


patriot. 

Ex-District Attorney Asa Bird Gardiner 
was present at the meeting. 

The speaker closed with fhe remark: 

“It was the zealous help of the clergy 
that caused the shining star of Washington 
to shed its lustre."’ 

No mention of the reported hitch in the 
plans of the society regarding its proposed 
new building was made at the meeting.

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THE ‘ NEW YORK 
CONTEST OF THE WILL 
OF HENRY HART 


His Nephew, Joseph Hart, Will Put 
in a Claim. 


All of the Property Left to the Niece of 
the Testator, Mrs. Elizabeth Lyons 
—No Estimate of the Es- 
tate’s Value. 


The will of Henry Hart, who held a con- 
trolling interest in the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company until it was absorbed by the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company, was 
filed yesterday with Probate Clerk Wash- 
burn in the Surrogates’ office. 

To the original will, which was executed 
on Feb. 23, 1878, two codicils are attached, 
but according to the terms of the docu- 
ment, what is left of his once great fortune 
goes to his niece, Mrs. Elizabeth Lyon, the 
only daughter of his deceased brother, 
Abraham Hart, and widow of Lewis 
Lyon, once President vf the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company. Mr. Hart for many 
years lived at the residence of his niece, 
189 Madison Avenue. 

It is expected that there will be a con- 
test of the probate of the will by Joseph 
Hart, a nephew, who asserts that he is a 
son of the late Abraham Hart. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Hart's estate 
is involved in a complexity of stock trans- 
actions counsel for the beneficiary under 
the will are unable to give any estimate 


of its value. 

Mrs. Lyon in her petition for the probate 
of the will states that she is the only child 
of Abraham Hart, and that the will was 
executed on Feb. 23, 1878, and its two 


codicils on Oct. 81, 1889, and Nov. 23, 1900, 
respectively. Mr. Hart had provided in 
his will that if Lewis Lyon survived him 
he was to receive $2,500 a year for his 
maintenance and support. With this single 
provision the entire residuary estate was to 
2 to Mrs. Lyon, who under the codicils is 
made sole executrix. The original will 
makes Samuel Phillips, a life-long friend 
of Mr. Hart, an executor with Mrs. Lyon. 
By the first codicil the appointment of 
Mr. Phillips is revoked and Albert J. Elias 
is substituted. The second codicil, how- 
ever, also revokes the appointment of Mr. 
Elias and provides that Mrs. Lyon_ shall 
be made the sole executrix. In case Joseph 
Hart Lyon, son of the niece, Mrs. Lyon, 
reaches the age of twenty-eight he is to be 
appointed an executor and trustee of the 
estate with his mother. The other pro- 
visions of the will are contingent upon the 
death of Mr. Lyon. The following is the 
only striking provision in the will: 

Notwithstandipg anything heretofore contained, 
it is my will that if any son or daughter of my 
niece shall marry a person who is not at the 
time of the marriage of the Jewish faith, all 
beneficial interest given to the son or daughter 
so married and all trusts created for his or her 
benefit in the will shall immediately on such 
marriage cease and terminate, and the limita- 
tiona over, shall thereupon take in like manner 
as if such son and daughter so marrying had 
died on the date of such marriage. 


The witness to the will was Samuel Riker, 
an old friend of the testator. The witnesses 
to the codicils are E. R. De Grove and 
John L. Riker, 2d. They are also the coun- 
sel for Mrs. Lyon. 

Mr. De Grove said yesterday that there 
is no real property in the estate left by 
Mr. Hart. Ali the real estate the latter 
owned was transferred to Mrs, Lyon dur- 
ing his lifetime, and the deeds recording 
the transfers were filed in the Register's 
office, so that all the property he devised 
by his will is personalty, consisting of 
stocks, bonds, and money. 

Joseph Hart, who asserts that he is the 
son of the late Abraham Hart and the 
brother of Mrs. Lyon, has employed as his 
counsel to contest the probate of Henr 
Hart's will Seymour Monk. Mr. Mon 
said. yesterday that he had inspected the 
will filed in the Surrogates’ office, and 
that as no mention was made in the testa- 
ment of Joseph Hart he would bring pro- 
ceedings to-morrow to interfere with its 
probate. 


TESTIMONY IN RICE WILL CASE. 


Witnesses to the 1896 Testament Tell 


How and Where They Signed It. 

Surrogate Fitzgerald heard yesterday the 
first testimony taken in the Rice will case, 
in which the probate of the two alleged 
wills of the late millionaire William Marsh 
Rice is opposed by counsel representing 
several different interests. The testimony 
taken yesterday related to the first will, 
executed on Sept. 26, 1896.

There were many lawyers in the court 
representing the various imterests. Cant- 
well & Moore represented Albert T. Pat- 
rick, counsel who drew the second will, 
known as the 1900 will, under which he is 
the residuary legatee of the estate, and 
who is now in the Tombs, charged with the 
murder of Mr. Rice; William B. Hornblow- 
er appeared for the executor of the 1896 
will, which has been in the custody of 
Capt. James A. Baker, Mr. Rice's Houston 
(Texas) attorney; John M. Bowers, for the 
Rice Institute of Texas, to which the bulk 
of Mr. Rice’s property was left under the 
1896 will; De Lancey Nicoll and a number 
of other lawyers represented other hetrs- 
aw and minor beneficiaries under both 
wills. 

W. F. Harmon was the first witness 
called by Mr. Bowers. He is bookkeeper 
for 8. M. Swenson & Co. of 15 Wall Street. 
He had known Mr. Rice in a business way 
for several years before his death. The 
1896 will was shown to the witness by Mr. 
Bowers, who asked him if he ever saw it 
before. 

‘Yes.’ said the witness, ‘‘ Mr. Rice came 
dow to the office in the Fall of 1896. He 
said that he wished us to witness the will. 
He read it to us and then he said: ‘ This is 
my will, and I wish you to witness it.’ 
Then he signed it. Then Mr. Wetherbee 
and I affixed our signatures. The date was 
correctly filled in at the time. It was 
Sept. 26, and the handwriting of the date 
is Mr. Rice's." 

The witness said that Mr. Rice was appa- 
rently in good health at the time, and that 
all his actions were rational. He said that 
Mr. Rice was not strong, but was well able 
to attend to business at the time he signed 
the will. He had no previous knowledge 
that the will was going to be signed, and 
Mr. Rice had never spoken to him about a 
will before. 

Walter O. Wetherbee, a clerk of Swenson 
& Co., and the other subscribing witness to 
the will, was called. He said that he had 
known Mr. Rice for fourteen D ae pre- 
vious to the time he witnessed the will. 
Mr. Wetherbee could not recall whether or 
not Mr. Rice had filled in the date. He 
said that Mr. Rice had put a piece of blot- 
ting paper above his signature. As Mr. 
Bowers had no further witnesses to call, 
the case was adjourned until Dec, 9.

HENRY B. BURNETT DEAD. 


Was a Sandy Hook Pilot and Had Lived 
on the Sea Fifty-five Years. 


Henry B. Burnett, one of the oldest Sandy 
Hook pilots, died Sunday at his home, 87 
South Tenth Street, Brooklyn. His death 
was due to paralysis of the heart. Capt. 


Burnett was born in Hanover, Germany, 
seventy years ago. At the age of fifteen 
he left his home and went to Bremen, where 
he induced the Captain of a German sailin 
vessel to ship him as cabin boy.

JOSEPH FISCHER DEAD, 


New York Music Publisher Dies in Ohio 
from an Operation for a Corn.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Nov. 25.—Joseph 
Fischer of New York City, the well-known 
music dealer of 7 Bible House, died sud- 
denly at 10 o'clock to-night at the home of 
his brother, the Rev. A. J: Fischer, at 26 
Lagonda Avenue, this city. The cause of 


his death was the trimming of a trouble- 
some corn on the small toe of the right 
foot. Gangrene set in, and, as he was a 
victim of diabetes, thé progress of the 
poison was very rapid. 

Mr. Fischer had been visiting in Omaha 
and was on his way home to New York. 
He was suffering considerably from this 
corn, and when Hamilton, O., was reached 
he stopped there and had a chiropodist at- 
tend to it, He then came on to Springfield, 
arriving here Saturday night. The toe 
caused him great pain all day Sunday, and 
finally Dr. Harry Miller, chief surgeon of 
the Mitchell-Thomas Hospital, was called, 
but too late. 


Mr. Fischer was born at Muehlhausen, 
Prussia, sixty-one years ago» He came to 
this céuntry when seventeen years of age, 
after which for thirty-five years he was a 
publisher of music at Dayton, Ohio. He 
came to New York in 1871, and succeeded 
in building up a large music publishing 
business, his specialties being organ scores 
for churches and schools, 

For ten years, from 1875 to 1885, he was 
otganist at the Church of the Holy Re- 
deemer, Third Street and Avenue A. He 
was largely instrumental in the organiza- 
tion of the Pallaestfina Society, which was 
formed in 1885 for the: cultivation of the 
pure church music of the Roman Cathoiic 
church. 

Mr. Fischer lHved at 95 Second Avenue. 
He married Miss Eleonora Heineman thir- 
ty-four years ago. His widow, a daughter, 
and one son survive him.

Gwyn was born a slave on the Fitzhugh | 
estate near Washington. He entered the 
United States navy at the outbreak of the 
civil war and served through that struggle 
with merit. After the war, he was em- 
ployed as a butler in the Dolly Madison 


house, which was the Washington home 
of the late Willlam Astor Chanier, then a 
member of Congress from New York. 

Later Gwyn became the butler of Hamil- 
ton Fish, Secretary of State, and continued 
in that capacity until Mr, Fish appointed 
him head messenger of the State Depart- 
ment in 1871. He could not read or write, 
but Was a man of remarkable natural 
ability. Few men in the service of the 
Government had such a wide acquaintance 
among public men, and he was noted for his 
good memory for names and faces. 

Many members of the Diplomatic Corps 
were warm friends of the veteran employe. 
Lord Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
showed Gwyn particular attention. He 
never entered the State Department with- 
out asking him about his health. Both 
Ambassador and negro messenger were 
troubled with rheumatism, and often dis- 
cussed their respective symptoms and suf- 
ferings. 

When the draft of the treaty between 
this country and Spain was sent to Paris 
after the late war, Gwyn was the bearer of 
it. He knew its secrets, but the officials 
knew he could be trusted, as this was not 
the first time he had been in the private 
confidence of the Government.

High-Bred Harness and Race 
Horses Brought Good Prices. 


$6,500 FOR PONCE DE LEON 


Horsemen from All Points Gathered in 
Madison Square Garden for the 
Big Offering. 


The Old Glory sale of trotting bred horses, 
the largest offering ever made, was begun 
in Madison Square Garden yesterday morn- 
ing by the Fasig-Tipton Company before 
a huge attendance of racing men and pa- 
trons of the light-harness horse, prospective 
buyers having gathered from all parts of 
the United States and Canada for the oc- 
casion, while agents were present to rep- 
resent a number of foreign firms. The big 
buiiding had been prepared for the offering 
by ripping the boards from the promenade 
about the ring used for the Horse Show 
last week, the spectators and the horses 
thus changihg places, with the bidders in 
what was the show ring, while the horses 
occupied the circle about this, where a 
track had been laid large enough to permit 
the animals an offer to be. put through 
their paces at a good rate of speed. George 
Bain, auctioneer for the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany, conducted the sale, which was opened 
at 11 o'clock. 

Among the notables of the light-harness 
racing world present were Harry Hamlin 
of the Village Stud Farm, Herbert Gray, 
manager of Thomas W. Lawson's stable of 
Spotters; William Logan, D. C. Palmenter, 
* Jack ’ Curry, George Leavitt, Dr. 
Brophy, 8. J. YDook,. A. J. Keat- 
ing, J. Dangrey, G. L. Tarleton, George 
Whitney, Garrett Wilson, W. W. Bstell,

B. Tappan, the 
Austrian trotting turfman, was present in 
person, looking for promising young race 


horses for export, but the majority of the 
other foreign norsemen who have attended 
the Old Glory sale in the past, were-repre- 
sented at the opening of the offering by 
agents. A great numbér of horsemen trom 
the running race tracks also attended the 
auction to look on. 

The seiling opened with the offering of 
the troiting bred horses from the Bitter 
Root Stud of Hamilton, Mont., the property 
ef the Marcus Daly estate, which is to be 
dispersed, the heirs not wishing to continue 
the breeding farm. Two hundred and thir- 
ty-one horses consigned by this estate em- 
braced the last of the horses of the great 
Daly breeding establishments. The first 
otfered was “the splendid ps J stallion 
Bow Bellis. Bidding was started at $2,000 by 
William Logan, and the price was advanced 
at first by Jumps of $500, then by increases 
or $100 up to $5,100, at which tigure Bow 
Bells was sold to Samuel McMillan of New 
York. Following this the other stallions 
ot the Bitter Root Stud were offered in the 
order that they were catalogued. 

The second horse sold, Ponce de Leon, 
brought a price even larger than that paid 
for Bow Bells, Thomas VW. Lawson of Bos- 
ton paying $6,500 for the Pancoast horse, 
who is intended to take a place at the head 
of the new stud farm recently established 
by Mr. Lawson at Scituate, Mass., a short 
distance from the Lawson Summer home at 
Cohasset. Next sold was Prodigal, who 
went to Senator J. W. Bailey of Texas for 
$4,100. The fourth of the Daly stallions 
sold was Milroi; to the Elmhurst Stock 
Farm of Lexington, Ky., for $1,600. 

Thomas W. Lawson was the leading buy- 
er of brood mares, he paying the highest 
prices of the day, and securing about the 
yest that were in the consignment, these 
facluding Impetuous, (2:13,) for $4,200; Lady 
Wilton, (2:11%,) for $2,100; China Silk for 
$2,100, and Prelacy for $3,100. Other mares 
that brought big prices wére Ecstasy, sold 
to Brayton Ives for $3,100; Elloree, sold to 
J. Maleomb Forbes for $2,600, and Brown 
Silk, sold to the Elmhurst Farm, for $1,700. 
The sale of the Daly horses will be con- 
tinued to-day, this consignment to be fol- 
lowed by the offering of the Suburban Stock 
Farm orses, the property of the late 
William E. Spiers.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The remarkable feature of yesterday's 
stock market was not the five-point 
break in Amalgamated Copper—for blind 
pool stocks may be expected to collapse 
at any time—but the decided strength of 
the ctandard railway shares, such as 
New York Central and Pennsylvania, and 
of the so-called “ minor” railway prop- 
erties, in which group may be included 
Nickel Plate, Lake Erie and Western, 
Southern Railway, Chesapeake and Ohio, 
and Norfolk and Western. These issues 
were aggressively strong in the early 
trading—Central, Norfolk, Southern Rail- 
way preferred, Lake Hrie and Western, 
Reading common, and Reading second 
preferred selling up to the highest prices 
on record; but what is more noteworthy 
{is that in large measure they held their 
gain even when the break in copper oc- 
curred. 

It was, in fact, the remarkable exhibi- 
tion of maintained strength given by these 
securities that was the subject of much 
of the comment at the close of the day. 
At any other time or fin any other mar- 
ket, the general opinion is, a collapse 
such as that which yesterday took place 
in copper would have demoralized the 
entire list and forced material recessions 
throughout—especially when, as in the 
case of copper, the largest interests in 
Wall Street are identified with the stock 
and any decline in it is looked upon as 
perhaps of much greater significance 
than appears on the surface. That, 
therefore, the general market held up so 
well—that, indeed, it showed a distinct 
disposition toward the close to rally and 
shake itself free of the depressing in- 
fluences of Copper, as lattery it has done 
of Sugar—may be regarded as a most 
hopeful development. Certainly as a 
result of yesterday’s exhibition of 
strength the Street is now more firmly 
convinced that the larger interests are 
back of the general market and that 
their continuing support may fairly be 
depended upon. 

In the total transactions for the day— 
some 1,200,000 shares—London cut very 
little figure, dealing in all in about 20,000 
shares. practically all sales. Orders 
from that source would have been larger 
had it not been for the interruption by 
the storm of the cable service. For that 
matter, many of the houses with out-of- 
town interior connections reported those 
wires down also. 

Money was distinctly easier yesterday, 
the call rate at one time falling to 3 per 
cent., with most of the day’s loans at 4. 
The sharp decline in sterling exchange 
seems to preclude all possibility of fur- 
ther gold exports at this time. 


AMALGAMATED COPPER. 


As was only natural under the circum- 
stances Amalgamated Copper was the cen- 
tre of interest in the stock market yester- 
day, because of the many reports concern- 
ing it, the chief of course being the story 
put out on Saturday from Washington that 
papers against the company were being 
prepared in the Attorney General's office. 
Operators in the Street had gone home on 
Saturday uncertain whether or not there 
Was any truth in this Washington report, 
which was received too late for verification 
or denial before the close of business. Over 
Sunday, however, it developed that. the re- 
port was untrue in its essential details, and 
that no attack is to be made on the com- 
pany. Under the circumstances the market 
opening in the stock was to be expected, 
the initial quotations being from 84% to 
8544, as against Saturday’s close of 83%— 
this, much to the then sorrow of short 
sellers at the low figures of Saturday. 
These sellers, however, (that is, those of 
them who remained “* short ") later had oc- 
casion to feel much happier, for in the aft- 
ernoon the stock broke sharply nearly 6 

oints, to 70%, the lowest price recorded for 
t on the Stock Exchange, and within a 
few points of the lowest figure ever reached 
by it. The close was at 80, a net decline of 
3% on dealings in 159,000 shares. The sell- 
ing which broke the price was said to be 
for Standard Oil interests, but this is de- 
nied. Not alittle of it clearly was for the 
short account. 

A report was that Mr. Lawson and the 
140,000 shares which recently he declared 
he was carrying were being ‘‘ gunned for.” 
The Street is inclined to smile at this sug. 

estion, for the information there now is 
that Mr. Lawson at the time of his inter- 
view was altogether out of the stock—may, 
indeed, have been short of_it. If, however, 
the facts are as he stated them, then he 
must now shoulder a cool million or so ad- 
ditional loss (on paper) as the security is 
down nearly ten points since the interview. 

As for the causes leading-to the Washing- 
ton report of Federal interference this spe- 
cial dispatch published in the Street yester- 
day from Washington may not be uninter- 
esting: - 


Careful inquiry at the Department of Justice 
justifies the dispatch sent on Saturday that the 


pre papers likely to lead 
to proc ngs caeinar Aphineunten and other 
copper concerns. The departrnent has’ been in 
correspondence on the subject with District At- 
torneys in various sections, including Montana 
and. New York, and has gathered a great deal 
of information that may be used hereafter. . 

The report that the Government is about to 
“‘ attack’ the Amalgamated Copper Company is 
justly denied by the-Solicitor General, wio insists 
that the Government has not singled out that 
corporation for prosecution. Department officials 
object to the use of the word “ attack,’’ and say 
the Government does not ‘‘ attack ’’ any business 
interest. But in this connection it is recalled 
with significance that the agreement —- by 
the Addyson Iron and Pipe Company is similar 
to that alleged in reports from Montana against 
the copper company. This resulted in a decision 
which dissolved the pipe company’s agreement, 
the opinion being rendered by Justice Peckham. 

Should it be. discovered that an agreement by 
copper companies will keep the price of copper at 
exorbitant figures by controlling the products 
delivered to selling companies, the District At- 
torneys are likely to be ordered to institute pro- 
ceedings intended to prevent what Government 
officials consider to be an unlawful combination. 

Information in possession of the Department of 
Justice tends to show that the copper companies 
are trending dangerously close to lines con- 
demned by the Supreme Court in the Addyson 
pipe case. - 

If amy objection is made to the statement that 
the Government is about to proceed against the 
copper combination it can only be on the ground 
of being premature. Investigations of the de- 
partment are certainly not intended for defense 
of copper concerns. Several attorneys have ap- 
peared formally before the department !n the in- 
terest of copper company stockholders, claiming 
the Government’s protection and asking that the 
Government shall compel by court proceedings 
the disclosure of the actual condition of the cop- 
per properties and their management. 

A statement after the close of business 
that the Amalgamated Company will re- 
duce the price of copper and thus head off 
any possible adverse legislative action could 
not Se confirmed. Neither could a report 
that a further reduction in the Amalga- 
mated dividend is being contemplated. 


CENTRAL’S RECORD PRICE. 


New York Central yesterday reached the 
highest price ever recorded for it, 174%, 
under the stimulus of very heavy buying 
orders, mostly in 1,000-share lots, put into 
the market by the Vanderbilt following. 
Not all of this rise of 4% points was held, 
the stock closing 2 points lower, represent- 
ing a net gain of 2% points on dealings in 
69,000 shares; but the strength was so 
pronounced that the Street insists that very 
shortly an official announcement of the 
Vanderbilt consolidation plan and its de- 
tails will be made.

BOSTON, Noy. 25.—Money loaned at the 
Clearing House to-day at 3 per cent. and 
New York funds sold at par and 5 cents 
discount. Exchanges, $17,025,879. Balances, 
$1,518,462. On call the banks are generally 
asking 4% per cent., though a few loans 
are made to special borrowers at 4 per 
cent., and there is considerable money 
outstanding at 4 per cent. Time contracts 
are fairly firm at 4% to 5 per cent. for four 
to six months. Year money is 4% per cent. 
to the best borrowers. There is a fair sup- 
ply of commercial paper, for which the 
going rate is 5 per cent. 

The weekly statement of the Associated 
local banks, issued to-day, shows a de- 
crease in the reserve of $226,571.

Loans were contracted $1,218,000 and de- 
posits $5,707,000.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘ mtg’”’ stands for mort- 
gage and ‘“‘RS”"’ for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and under $3,000.

This ‘ consideration’’ has been 
held to only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assum®s payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the reve nue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

COTTON.—Cotton was quiet all day, 
fluctuations too narrow to benefit either 
The market opened steady, with prices 2 
lower to 3 points higher and immediately 
turned firm on a scramble of shorts to 
reach cover, At the beginning of the call the 
room was bearishly influenced by weakness in 
Liverpool, but before the call adjourned light 
interior receipts and short crop estimates from 
the South turned the tide of sentiment in favor 
of cotton. January advanced to 7.67c on buying 
for both accounts, led by room shorts. Busi- 
ness from the outside public, however, was not 
large enough to keep the market up and by mid- 
day prices had slowly settled back to Saturday’s 
final bids. The Memphis Cotton Exchange mem- 
bers sent a crop estimate of 10,560,000 bales, but 
as these same cotton operators last year were 
wrong in their estimate to the extent of 500,000 
bales, their figures» produced no visible effect 
upon the local trade, whereas port arrivals 
were moderate, and the interior towns fell far 
short of equal date last year, taken to in- 
dicate a net yield of less than in 1900-1901. The 
weather South was generally fair, but tempera- 
tures continued very low over important areas. 
In the afternoon the market was stupidly dull 
most of the time, but steady withal on scatter- 
ing demand from room shorts and absence of 
bear pressure. Prices kept within a point or so 
of Saturday's final bids and the general im- 
pression was that any increase in commissjon 
house buying would find the market very gertsi- 
tive. As an offset to a light estimate fdr to- 
morrow’s Houston receipts, ‘New Orleans ar- 
rivals were predicted to be large, considerably 
over last year. The export movement exceeded 
total receipts by a large margin. Spot markets 
in the South were practically unchanged. It 
was seen that, whereas the total amount of 
cotton brought into sight thus far this year is 
50,000 bales less than during the same period 
last year, total exports have exceeded those of 
last year the same time by 107,000 bales. At 
the close the market was quiet and net 1@2 
points lower, having eased off a trifle under 
light selling for profits by room operators. 
Richard Siedenburg & Co, canvassed the local 
cotton trade yesterday for crop estimates, with 
the following result: Total number of estimates 
by Exchange members, 142; average of estl- 
mates, 10,590,000 bales; maximum, 11,150,000; 
minimum, 9,500,000 bales. Spot cotton closed 
quiet, with quotations unchanged on the basis 
of Sc for middling upland and 8\c for middling 
Gulf. Sales, 50 bales. Southern spot markets

But there 
was very little wheat for sale even when the 
visible supply came out showing 3,235,000 bush- 
els increase, of which a million bushels were on 
the lakes, for the pronounced strength in corn 
discouraged all selling on short account. From a 
speculative standpoint the market had less feat- 
ure than usual, as there was no Wall Street or 
foreign interest noted, and a good part of the 
local trade was in the way of protecting short 
sales, The latter, however, because of Saturday’s 
predictions for bearish statistics, was rather 
large and kept the market provided with buying 
orders off and on throughout the session. The 
visible supply, together with an increase of 967,- 
000 bushels in the English visible supply, proved 
to be the most important, consideration in the 
way of figures, as world's shipments were half 
a million bushels smaller than last week, the 
amount on passage increased only 720,000 
bushels, and seaboard clearances were 763,000 
bushels of Wheat and 28,900 barrels of flour. 
Local stocks moreover decreased 401,000 bushels,

MEN OF THREE COUNTIES 
HUNT FOR MISSING GIRL 


Bloodhounds Cannot Track Helen 
Cropsey, Formerly of Brooklyn. 


THE DISMAL SWAMP SEARCHED 


North Carolina Town Excited—The Girl 
Disappeared at the Door of Her 
Home—Young Man Threat- 
ened with Lynching. 


Letters and telegrams have been received 
during the last four days by Andrew G. 
Cropsey, a lawyer of 3 Chambers Street, 
giving details of a hunt which has been go- 
ing on since last Wednesday night for his 
niece, Miss Helen Cropsey, who mysterious- 
ly disappeared from her home in Elizabeth 
City, N. C. 

The missing girl, who is about eighteen 
years old, is the daughter of William H. 
Cropsey, formerly Excise Commissioner of 
the old town of New Utrecht, on Long Is!- 
and, who removed to North Carolina about 
four. years ago, and is now the owner of a 
large plantation there and is a Justice in 
Pasquotank County, of which -Elizabeth 
City is the county seat. According to the 
story told yesterday by the uncle of the 
girl, her disappearance.is one of the most 
mysterious that has ever taken place in 
North Carolina, and involves the son of one 
of the best families in the State, who is 
now in jaj! 

eb abn to the same authority, the en- 
tire male population of three counties has 
stopped business and has for nearly five 
days been engaged in a fruitless search, 
which includes the dragging of the river 
which flows by the Cropsey home and the 
employment of bloodhounds, which have 
carried the scent into the trackless, tangled 
wilds of the Dtsmal Swamp, which 
stretches northward from Elizabeth City. 
So far as is known here, not a single clue 
has been discovered to show whether the 
girl is dead or alive; whether she left her 
home willingly or whether she has been 
abducted. 

The Cropsey family is well. known 
Long Island. Mr. Cropsey, the lawyer, has 
a home in Bath Beach, but is now residing 


on 


“at his country place, Stony Brook Farm, in 


Rocklane County. His niece, the missing 
girl, was graduated from Grammar School 
No. 101,-in Bath Beach, and had entered 
Pratt Institute, in Brooklyn, when her 
family removed to North Carolina. She 
Was a handsome and accomplished glrl, 
with fine brown hair and eyes, and was a 
great favorite in Brooklyn circles. Her 
cousin, Miss Carrie Laselles Cropsey, the 
daughter of the lawyer, and a graduate 
of Prati Institute, went on a visit to the 
Southern home of her kinswoman with her 
father last September. Mr. .Cropsey re- 
turned, to this city after a short stay, but 
Miss Cropsey remained, and was to have 
returned here last Saturday by the Old 
Dominion Line steamship, and with her 
Was to have come her cousin, the missing 
girl, on a visit. 

it was learned from Mr. Cropsey yester- 
day that the family of his brother reside 
in a beautiful place on the banks of the 
Pasquotank River, known as ** The Seven 
Pines.’”’ There are four daughters in the 
family, of which Miss Helen, the missing 
girl, is the youngest, and they entertain a 
great deal. 

“Among the young men who visited at 
the hcuse,”* said Mr. Cropsey, in discussing 
the case yesterday, *‘ was James Wilcox, 
son of ex-Sheriff Wilcox of Pasquotank 
County and a member of one of the best 
families in the county. He was about 
twenty-five years old, a graduate of the 
University of North Carolina, and had ac- 
cess to the best homes in Elizabeth City. 
He has been an admirer of my niece for 
some time, but was rather hot-tempered 
and headstrong, and it has always been 
thought that Nellie was rather afraid of 
him than otherwise. It has never been 
supposed that she loved him. In the let- 
ters received from my daughter during her 
visit she spoke frequently of young Wil- 
cox being in various boating parties, &c., 
with her and her cougins, but there was 
never any mention of*his being particularly 
in love with Nellie. 

‘““My daughter and my niece were expect- 
ed to come to New York early last week, 
but they didn’t arrive, and my idea was 
that they had come by way of Frederick, 
Md., to visit an old Pratt Institute class- 
mate, Miss McSherry, the daughter of the 
Chief Justice of Maryland, who lives in 
Frederick. I wrote a letter telling them to 
hurry home, and expected to meet them on 
the incoming Old Dominion liner on Satur- 
day. On Friday afternoon I received a 
hysterical letter from my daughter saying 
that Nellie had disappeared from home on 
Wednesday night and had not been heard 
from.” 

The lawyer here displayed a letter signed 
by his daughter, which read in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Nell has gone, and we can't find her. 
We fear she has been kidnapped. Last 
night the whole family sat up late, and 
Jim [Wilcox] was one of the eallers. We 
all went up stairs to bed about 11 o'clock, 
leaving Nellie and Olive [another sister] 
and Jim in the parlor. Olive came up stairs 
later and scared us all by asking where 
Nell was. She said that just as Jim was 
about to go he asked Nell to step to the 
door a moment, which she’ did. 

“ This was the last Olive ever saw of her. 
A search was begun at once, and they 
found Jim at home in bed. He said he 
knew something about Nell, but he would 
not tell. He was arrested and taken to 
jail, but he would not say a word. Every- 

ody is searching for Nell.”’ 

After reading this nruch of the letter Mr. 
Cropsey continued: 

“T sent a telegram asking for particu- 
lars, and got word that bloodhounds had 
been secured from Suffolk County and sev- 
eral suppos trails were being followed, 
with no result. My information said that 
youns Wilcox still refused to say a word, 
althcugh threats were being made to lynch 
him if the girl was found dead.” 

Mr. Cropsey then displayed another let- 
ter, dated Saturday, and signed by William 
H. Cropsey, the father of the missing girl, 
and reading in part as follows: 

“Nell has not bega heard from. The 
hounds have found no reliable trace. One 
sceit led to the river, but others have led 
in the direction of the swamp. The river 
has been dragged for two days, and we are 
shooting cannon all the time to make the 
body come to the surface. Wilcox knows 
more than he will tell. All the people have 
estopped work and are searching over three 
counties... The Elizabeth City people say 
Nell must be found if it takes all the money 
in the State.” 

While this letter was being read In the 
Chambers Street office-of Mr. Cropsey yes- 
terday afternoon, another telegram came, 
simply stating that the girl had not been 
found. Mrs. Andrew G. Cropsey left for 
Elizabeth City yesterday afternoon to be 
with the stricken family. and Mr. Cropsey 
will probably leave for that point to-day if 
no favorable information is received. 

Mr. Cropsey said that another Elizabeth 
City young man, son of a wealthy real es- 
tate dealer, and a graduate of the State 
University, had been paying attention to 
Miss Helen Cropsey, and that this young 
man and a friend~who were coming to New 
York on a visit had timed their departure 
to accompany the two Miss Cropseys on 
the steamship trip north. This may furnish 
jealousy, it is believed, as a motive on the 
part of young Wilcox for any connection he 
may have with the case. 


NEW CLUE IN ELIZABETH CITY. 


Helen Cropsey’s Fate May Be Known in 
a Day—Evidence Points to 
Abduction. 

Special to The New York Times. 


ELIZABETH CITY, WN. C., Nov. 25.— 
Biocdhounds, cannon, and grappling irons 
are among the agencies which scores of 
men are employing in efforts to trace Miss 
Helen Cropsey, the daughter of Justice 
William H. Cropsey of Pasquatonk County. 
The young woman disappeared last 


Wedresday evening from the veranda of 
her father’s home, after an interview with 
James Wilcox. She was seen to be weep- 
ing after he left her, and within an hour 
she had gone as completely as though the 
earth had swallowed her. 

Wilcox has been arrested, but positively 
refuses to throw any light on the case. 

Late this afternoon the- — say that 
they have discovered an important clue, 
the precise nature of which ow f keep a 
caretully guarded secret. Eno is told, 
however, to let it be known that it has dis- 
sipated the theory of suicide on which 
some have worked, and points strongly 
to abduction. Important developments are 
expected within twenty-four hours.

WHEN SAUSAGE IS NOT SAUSAGE. 


Appraisers Decide that Packed in Cans 
It Is Liable to Duty. 

The General Board of Appraisers has de- 
cided when sausage is not sausage, and the 
distinction is set forth in an opinion writ- 
ten by General Appraiser Fischer, in the 
case of H. Hackfeld & Co., who protested 


against the decision of the Collector of 
Customs at Honolulu. 

Sausage is not sausage, he holds, unless 
it is inclosed in casings, but when packed 
in cars it is prepared meat, and instead of 
enjoying the privilege of sausage and be- 
ing ailowed free entry, it must pay a,duty 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem. The fact that 
the goods in question were labeled “‘ leber- 
wurst’’ did not deter the General Ap- 
pratser from setting it down as prepared 
meat cnd imposing a 25 per cent. duty. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


QUESTION OF BENEFICIARIES.—Peter 
Southwell and his wife, Flora Ida, were 
found dead in bed on the afternoon of 
Jan. 3, 1900, at their home, in Aus- 
tin, Penn. Death was due to  nat- 
ural gas poisoning. Mr. Southwell was 
insured in his wife’s favor for $8,000 
in the Royal Arcanum, and after the 
death of the couple a controversy arose be- 
tween the children of Mr. Southwell by a 
first wife and the legal representatives of 
the second wife as to who was entitled to 
the fund. On the trial of the case, before 
Justice Kenefick at the Erie County Spe- 
cial Ferm of the Supreme Court, John R. 
Gray, the administrator of the second wife 
and the defendant in the suit, attempted to 
establish that Mr. Southwell died first. 
Evidence was given as to the physical con- 
dition in life of each of the deceased per- 
sons, the post-mortem appearance and con- 
dition of the bodies, and the position of 
each when found with reference to the 


stove from which the gas which killed them 
had escaped. The location of the windows 
and walls of the bedroom were also shown. 
Physicians called by Mr. Gray expressed 
the opinion that Mr. Southwell died first, 
and an equal number of medical men testi- 
fied for Mr. Southwell’s children that it 
was impossible to express an opinion with 
any reasonable certainty. 

Justice Kenefick comes to the conclusion 
that the testimony was too speculative to 
essay the decision of survivorship, and he 
therefore bases his decision on an interpre- 
tation of the contract entered into between 
the corporation and the insured. The rules 
of the Royal Arcanum provide that the 
money shall be paid to the wife, children, 
&c., and the insured is limited in his desig- 
nation of a beneficiary to wife, children, 
grandchildren, parents, brothers and _sis- 
ters, nieces and nephews, and so on. Jus- 
tice Kenefick refers to the fact that a 
member of the order can change his bene- 
ficiary at any time, and says the expect- 
ancy of the beneficiary never ripened into 
a vested right which could be transmitted 
to her legal representative, because the 
rule of distribution laid down in the case 
of Newell vs. Nichols (75 N. Y., 78,) is in 
effect a presumption against the survivor- 
ship of either. 

‘Under the certificate of incorporation of 
the society,” says Justice Kenefick in con- 
elusion, ‘‘as well as under its constitution 
and laws referred to above, this fund was 
intended for the widow, children, relatives, 
or dependents of the insured; it was not in 
the power of the insured to designate as 
beneficiaries the persons represented by the 
defendant. Yet the practical effect of sus- 
taining the defendant's claim would be to 
divert the fund from the insured’s children 
and pass it directly to the relatives of the 
beneficiary.”

Worps PASSING THE FEE In A HIGHWAY.— 
At a partition sale of the premises 
483 Wighth Avenue, just north of Thir- 
ty-fourth Street, the. purchaser, James 
P.. Kobinson, refused to accept the 
referee's deed, clairaing that the lIat- 
ter cculd not give title to the iear 
part of the property, which includes the 


easterly half of what was formerly known 


as the Greenwyck,_or Fitzroy, Road, and 
also a portion of the westerly half of that 
road, The premises} in question formed 
part of a farm situated on both sides of 
the ancient road, and owned by Jacobus 


Van Orden, who when he died, in 1782, de- 
vised it to his daughter, Magdalena. The 
latter in 1791 conveyed the farm to John 
Watts. The deed contained two descrip- 
tions. One conveyed the part west of the 
road, and the bed of the westerly half of 
the roads and the other described the part 
east of the road in courses and distances, 
“beginning on the east side of Greenwyck 
Road, at the northwest corner of the land 
of Lewis Scott, (adjoining on the south,) 
* * * and is known in a division of the 
estale of Jacobus Van Orden, deceased, 
by Lot. No. 2, and is bounded * * * to 
the westward by Greenwyck Road.” 

Justice Blanchard, at Special Term, held 
that the latter descripti sufficiently con- 
veyed to the grantee the fee of the bed of 
the easterly half of the road, and his Ge- 
cision has been affirmed on appeal by the 
Appellate Division. It was urged that the 
words, ‘beginning on the east side of 
Greenwyck Road,” in the conveyance neces- 
sarily exclude the fee to the highway. Jus- 
tice Laughlin, for the appellate tribunal, 
refers to the fact that while the point of 
beginning is stated to be on the east side 
of Greerwyck Road it is expressly. stated 
that_such, point is at*thé northwest corner 
of the land of Lewis Scott, which corner is 
shown by deeds to be in the centre of the 
highway. The case, concludes Justice 
Lavghlin, is thus brought within the au- 
thority of Matter of Mayor, (20 App. Diy. 
404.) where it was held that a deed the 
description of which read “ beginning at 
the northwest corner of Lot Number 4 op- 
osite the southeast corner of Lot Number 
? on the east side of Bloomingdale Road "’ 
conveyed the fee to the road. * 
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HOWARD GOULD’S BUTLER 
MADE THINGS LIVELY 


Engaged by Mrs. Gould, He Broke 
All Rules of Servants’ Quarters. 


Refused to be Discharged and After Be- 
ing Ejected Returned and Was 
Arrested—Held to Keep 
the Peace. 


f 

Mrs. Howard Gould appeared as com- 
plainant yesterday against her former but- 
ler, Eric Hamilton, in the court of Justice 
of the Peace Allen, Port Washington, L, I. 
Hamilton had been butler for Mrs. Gould 
less than a week, but in that time he had 
violated all the rules of her household by 
which her servants are governed, caused 
a disturbance at her town house, 824 Fifth 
Avenue, and had been ejected from her 
country house, Castle Gould, Port. Washing- 
ton, where he raised such a row that Mrs. 
Gould sent to the village to secure a Con- 
stable to place him under arrest. 

Mrs. Gould, assisted by lawyers A. H. 
Kaffenburgh of the firm of Howe & Hum- 
mel, related to the court the story in de- 
tail of her strenuous time with ‘‘ that ter- 
rible butler,” as she called him. She was 
accompanied to the court by her maid’ and 
two footmen. She wore a sable lined cloak 
that brushed the floor, and a Gainsborough 
hat, trimmed with flamingo feathers. This 
is the substance of Mrs. Gould's story. 

Last Wednesday she was in her Fifth 
Avenue house and engaged Eric Hamilton 
as butler. She selected the man from a 
large number of applicants because of his 
fine personal appearance and dignified 
bearing. After engaging him she gave him 
the key to her linen closet, placed him in 
charge of the family plate and glassware, 
and instructed him in the duties of his 
office. Among other things, Mrs. Gould 
told him that one of the hard-and-fast 
rules of ‘the household, with which her 
score or more servants were expected to 
comply, was that none should Stay out 
beyond the hour of 10 o'clock P. M., un- 
less he first secured special permission. 

On Wednesday evenin and all day 
Thursday Hamilton acquitted himself in 
such a manner that Mrs. Gould felt as- 
sured that she had secured a butler who 
could be thoroughly relied upon. On 
Thursday evening, when he came to her 
and asked for an hour's time to pay a 
short visit to a friend she promptly grant- 
ed it. The new butler, however, did not 
return until 2:30 the next morning. He was 
up and about early at his duties though, 
and in view of the elaborate excuses and 
apologies he made to Mrs. Gould for his 
offense, which she explained to Justice 
Allen, was his first one—he had been in her 
employ hardly forty-eight hours—she par- 
doned him, She enjoined him, however, 
never to repeat the offense on pain of. im- 
mediate discharge. 

On Friday night Mrs. Gould’s maid was 
taken sick, and calling Hamilton she gave 
him a ten-dollar bill and dispatched him 
to a neighboring drug store to have a pre- 
scription filled. Hamilton did not return 
that night. Mrs. Gould said that she had 
instructed him as well as her other serv- 
ants that on Saturday morning she was go- 
ing down to Castle Gould, one of her Sum- 
mer homes, where she intended to entertain 
a house party during the Thanksgiving 
week. The family was to start for Port 
Washington early in the morning, 10°A. M., 
and the town house was to be left in charge 
of —. two of the servants. The new 
butler had not put in an appearance before 
the Gould household had started for Port 
Washington. 

About 11.A. M., however, Hamilton ar- 
rived at 824 Fifth Avenue and rang the 
front door bell, as if he were in great haste 
to enter. One of the servants in charge 
opened the inside doors and glanced in- 
quiringly through the outside door at the 
new butler. Mrs. Gould had left instruc- 
tions that if he returned he was not to be 
admitted to the house. Hamilton gestured 
frantically that he de*’red admittance. He 
was signaled to g. the basement. 
Through the basement gate he was told 
that in his absence he had been discharged. 
He raised his voice for thé benefit of pass- 
ers-by and declared that he had not been 
discharged, and finally became so forcible 
in his denials that he was cut off from all 
communication with those within. 

Shortly after dark on Saturday night 


Hamilton appeared at the front door of : 


Castle Gould, in Port Washington, and rang 
the bell. Two foatmen responded to the 
summons and. annotinced to’ him that his 
presence would not be rmitted in or 
near the house. He protested, and was 
finally thrown from the porch and hurried 
along -the gravel pathway to the gate 
leading into thé, ands,” where with a 
little parting’»assistance he’ was warned 
not to-again enter the premises. The new 
butler, however, in a few minutes appeared 
at the kitchen door and gained adinlttance. 
Mrs. Gould said that an unsuspecting kitch- 
en, maid, whose friendship he had won and 
who. had no knowledge that he was in dls. 

ace permitted him to enter, and upon 
his request gave him food and drink. While 
he was dining word was sent to Mrs. Gould 
that he was in kitchen, and she went 
there in person and ordered him to leave 
the house. 

Hamilton started to a e with her. A 
scullery man and a cook hearing the alter- 
cation, volunteered their services to remove 
Hamilton. Mrs. Gould told the cook and 
the scullery man that she did not wish to 
have any violence, but instructed them to 
see that Hamilton did not leave the house. 
until a Constable was summoned from _ the 
village.

REMOVAL OF PABST PORTICO. 


Notice of Settlement Served on the De- 
fendants—Full Penalties in the Case 
If Collected Would Be $2,375. 


The proceedings taken by the Law De- 
partment to compel the taking down of the 
portico of the Pabst Hotel, in Forty-sec- 
ond Street, between Broadway and Sev- 
enth Avenue, were advanced yesterday to 


a final stage. Supreme Court Justice David 
McAdam decided last week in favor of the 
city in its syit to compel the restoration to 
the public of the sidewalk incumbered by 
the portico. Last evening Emanuel Blu- 
menstiel, the legal representative of the 
defendants, Charles Thorley and James B. 
Ryan, were served by the Law Department 
with a proposed decree and decision in the 
case for settlement, with notice of settle- 
ment to-morrow in Special Term, Part IIL., 
of the Supreme Court. Justice McAdam 
will be on the bench. 

The decision served on the defendants re- 
cites that the portico is a nuisance and 
unlawful, and should be removed at the 
defendants’ expense, and the sidewalks 
placed in condition for use by the public. 

The notice of settlement places the cost 
on the defendants at $110, and decrees that 
in case the defendants fail to remove the 
portico the plaintiff is authorized to re- 
move them at the cost and expense of the 
defendants. The plaintiff is granted leave 
to apply to the court for the relief neces- 
sary to carry out the decree. The plaintiff 
is also allowed to apply to the court for a 
money judgment covering the cost of re- 
moving the portico in case the deferidants 
fail to do so. 

—— paid a fine of $5 and costs for 

maintaining ’’ the portico for one day, 
Aug. 3, 1900. The Bureau for the Collec- 
tion of Penalties has secured other judg- 
ments against him in the Tenth Munictpal 
Court for the offense, and several suits to 
recover penalties for obstructing the side- 
walk with the portico are pending. Were 
the full penalties collected in the case 
Regan would have to pay from Aug. 4, 1900, 
to date, inclusive, about $2.055 if Sundays 
were not counted, and $2,375 if they were 
counted, with costs.
